Instead the greater 
poii.on of the afternoon and all night 
was spent in the discussion of the 
St' wart bill which provides hanging as 
th" means of death. W hen the revenue 
bill was passed there appeared at the 
of the calendar five capital pun- 
i-hiiient bills introduced by as m any 
r.u’hurs. 
A t first it seemed to be the 
"nj-ct of the senate, this afternoon, to 
adopt them all hurriedly in order that 
kii h senator who had fram ed such a 
in!i could say he got it past the senate 
a nil to then take up the Stubbs bill and 
hive the real fight on th a t m easure. 
Tlm.se who are opposed to capital pun­ 
ishment did not propose to allow such 
ii", codings, so when the discussion of 
the Stew art bill, which appeared first, 
«as begun the opponents of the death 
I'. milly began to fight, first in fun, then 
in earnest, and when evening cam e the 
discussion seemed to have ju st barely 
t-egun. 
At the evening session prolonged fiili- 
luisterlng tactics characterized the pro­ 


ceedings.

leading’a strong fight against any in ­ 
creased appropriations until after the 
revenue bill has been tried.

The above bill provides for the pub­ 
lishing of the assessm ent and am ount of 
tax paid by those paying $10 or over. 
When the bill cam e up for third reading 
Mr. Hell moved to recom m it the bill to 
the committee of the whole for am end­ 
ment. He contended th a t such a publi- 
r a t ion was unnecessary and unjust. Mr. 
Uib y moved to strike out the enacting 
danse. His motion lost by a vote of 24 
to 29. The motion to recom mit carried 
by a vote of 24 to 22. 


W hen the house m et after lunch the 
genprai appropriation bill was taken up 
as a special order. 
Messrs. Ballinger 
and R aw alt led the fight for the bill. 
The first change w as m ade in the in­ 
crease of salary of one of the clerks in 
the governor’s office from $1,S00 to $2,400 
biennially. 
The first real fight of the afternoon 
cari^e up over an item of $16,000 for ex­ 
tra clerical work in the secretary of 
state’s office. 
Mr. Ballinger rr.oved to 
increase the am ount to $24,000. The Re­ 
publicans assisted by a num ber of the 
fusionists led the discussion against the 
Increased appropriation. 
Senator Mc­ 
Lean declared th a t the present office 
force w as sufficient. Mr. Dickerson in­ 
tim ated that the house was only looking 
for a way to spend money. Mr. Neeley 
was in favor of cutting all appropria­ 
tions in two. He said th a t in all his life 
he trover saw a clerk in any office In the 
capitol building a t work. 
The am end­ 
m ent lost by a vote of 21 to 24. 
The next discussion arose over a mo­ 
tion by Mr. D unlavy to reduce the sal­ 
ary of the six new clerks provided in 
the bill in the secretary of state’s of­ 
fice from $100 to $75 per m onth. 
He 
w anted to run the state on a business 
basis and not for the purpose of help­ 
ing the Democratic 
party. 
He con­ 
tended th a t $75 w as far above the aver­ 
age wages paid for stenographers in 
the leading law firms of the state. The 
R epublicans supported 
him 
in 
his 
am endm ent. 
Mr. 
McLean 
contended 
th a t it w as not the men who paid the 
taxes who dem and the most extrava­ 
gant wages for the clerks employed by 
the state, but it w as those men who 
never saw a tax receipt made out in 
their own nam e, but who w anted to 
further their political am bition. 
The 
debate continued until 5 p. m., when the 
am endm ent w as lost and the house a d ­ 
journed. 
DETAILS OF THE DAY’S 
DEBATE IN THE SENATE

Denver, M arch 26.—W hen the hour of 
opening arrived this m orning the sen­ 
ate was far short of a quorum which 
necessitated the loss of some tw enty 
minutes before business could be com­ 
menced. 
J. F ran k Adams introduced 
a resolution w hich caused all sorts o£ 
trouble. 
The resolution provided th a t 
after W ednesday nothing but house 
bills shall be considered in the senate. 
After considerable debate the resolu­ 
tion was am ended to read Thursday 
instead of W ednesday. 
The discuss­ 
ion then coritinued on the resolution, 
it was charged th a t it was introduced 
in the hopes of bringing the Stubbs 
capital punishm ent bill to the front 
as that bill heads th e list of house 
bills in the senate. 
The charge was 
denied. 
The resolution w as lost by a 
vote of 17 to 11. 
Precinct Option Bill, 
Averse reports w ere taken up, the 
first being house bill No. 88, by Mrs. 
Heartz, the precinct option bill, 
majority of the A rapahoe senators had 
reported favorably on the bill w ith cer­ 
tain am endm ents. 
The m inority re­ 
port signed by Senators W hitford and 
Parks recommended 
indefinite 
post­ 
ponement. 
Senator R ush moved the 
adoption of the m ajority report. Sena­ 
tor W hitford moved as a substitute 
that the bill and reports go to the 
calendar. 
Senator Philp moved to re­ 
fer the biu to the com m ittee of the 
"hole w ithout recom mendation. Sena­ 
tor Adams moved to lay the motion on 
'he table.

Senator Hill m ade the first 
speech against the bill. 
A t the close 
of his speech Senator Tanquary mov­ 
ed to am end by cutting the crim inal’s 
head off. He made the motion for the 
purpose of delay, but Senator S tew art 
took his am endm ent in earnest and 
made a strong speech against a public 
execution. A m otion to strike out the 
enacting clause lost by a vote of 12 
to 18. The T anquary am endm ent was 
lost by a vote of 7 to 22.

Senator Moore moved to am end the 
bill so th a t the condemned would be 
executed between fifteen and tw enty- 
five years after convicted, instead of 
between fifteen and tw enty-five days 
as the bill provides.

senators set aside their fun and began 
to debate the question on Its m erits.

He felt th a t a system of 
proper education would effect better 
results. 
Senator Rush felt th a t when 
a crim inal com mitted m urder he should 
hang. 
Senator W ard painted a clear 
w ord picture on the incident of the 
Sanchez m urder case, and ended by 
saying th a t the crim inal should have 
been hung and sent to hell w here he 
belonged.- The discussion was still on

were suggested, the'enthusiasm of the 
people bubbled over and

ready to go to work then and there. 
The addresses of the evening were 
preceded by a num ber of selections by 
B arnes' Opera House orchestra, which 
volunteered its service to aid in the a t­ 
tractiveness of the m eeting. 
The or­ 
chestra played stirring airs and was 
enthusiastically applauded. 
Occupying seats upon the stage were 
Rev. W. H. W. Koyle. Rev. Dr. Jam es 
B. Gregg, President Slocum, of Colo­ 
rado college, Mayor John It.

In statin g the object of the meeting 
tho chairm an said that it was to dis­ 
cuss and to devise ways and means 
for the celebration of the Q uarto-cen­ 
tennial of 
Colorado’s 
adm ission 
to 
statehood and that for m any reasons it 
was especially fitting and proper th a t 
the celebration 
be 
held a t Colorado 
City, or as near there as possible, be­ 
cause th a t place was the state's first 
capital. 
"Probably because Colorado Springs 
happens to have a greater population, 
however, it will be agreed th a t this Is 
the fitting place for holding the cele­ 
bration. The cham ber of commerce has 
taken hold of this project with its ac­ 
custom ed vigor and the success of the 
celebration is assured if all you peo­ 
ple will give us your aid and your sup­ 
port. 
The trouble w ith m ost celebra­ 
tions has been that too few people have 
been expected to do the work anJ give 
their tim e and money. 
We are going 
to make a big effort to have this one 
a popular celebration, arranged accord­ 
ing to the idea of all the people and 
to whose support all the people shall 
contribute. We have also som ew hat of 
a m ercenary motive. Our city’s future, 
we believe, is in the future, and not, 
like' th a t of some other cities, in the 
past. We expect to see her not only one 
of the great cities of the west, but one 
of the great cities of the American con­ 
tinent, for It is people and enterprise 
that m ake a great city. 
It is not cir­ 
cum stances or location. 
“We believe the first day 
of next 
A ugust is going to be an 
opportune 
tim e to show our own people w hat we 
have. 
There will be 30,000 tourists in

DR. BOYLE GIVES 
SOME PACTS AND FIGU RES. . . 
Ur. Hoyle was introduced as the iirst 
speaker of the evening. 
"I believe every w orJ that uui chaii 
man has uttered." he said. 
1 don't be­ 
lieve th at he hap said one word th at is 
unreasonable. 
He has said much of 
prophecy, but all of it can lie fulfilled 
A fter a residence of ]0 years in Colo­ 
rado Springs I am thoroughly opti 
nnstic on the city's future and the fu 
ture of the state. 
It is bard for a 
preacher not to preach, and I have 
brought with me some statistics on the 
resources of the state of Colorado." 
Among the figures presented by Dr. 
Boylo were the following: 
Colorado has 15,000 miles of irrigation 
ditches. 
These represent an 
expenditure 
$5(1.000,000. 
There are 5,000,000 acres of land under 
ditch. 
There are 1!,000.000 
acres 
in corn 
wheat, oats and melons and their prod­ 
ucts for 1899 were w orth $l4.f>5t>,000. 
The state has 900,000 acres of avail­ 
able fruit land, SI,000 acres producing to 
the value of $5,540,000 in a year, while 
in 1SS2 there were but 200 acres produc­ 
ing. 
In 1882 there were 70,000 cattle in 
the state nnd there are now 690.000. 
In 18S2 there were 120,000 sheep in the 
state and there are now 921,000. 
Colorado coal produced in 1899 was 
worth 85,500,000, and the estim ated ton- 
age, of the state is at least 5.500.000.000 
tons or enough to supply the whole 
world for the next 60 years. 
Colorado's gold output in 1SS2 was 
worth $3,000,000. 
In 1899 it was worth 
$27,000,000. 
Dr. ¿Joyle suggested that Colorado 
could very appropriately make an ex 
hibition of a building which should 
show- peaches from Orand Junction, 
melons from Rocky Ford, potatoes from 
Hreeley, etc., at a Q uarto-centennial cel­ 
ebration. He also suggested a building 
for Indians where their athletic sports 
and dances m ight be exhibited and sug­ 
gested another exhibit of cliff-dweller 
relics.

The next big move in railroad circles will be the incorporation under 
the laws of U tah of a m am m oth Denver & Rio G rande Incorporation to 
cover the U tah-Colorado lines which are to be formed into one system, 
which system is to be p art of the M issouri Pacific system. At this time it 
is impossible to give the capitalization of the new system , but the Denver 


& Rio Grande, Rio G rande W estern and Rio G rande Southern, at their 
present capitalization would create a capitalization of over $84,000,000. The 
capitalization of the Colorado Southern and the Colorado M idland would 
add $58,000,000 or a total of $142,150,000 providing all should be placed in 
one corporation as is said will be the case. 
It is added th a t the Rio 
G rande Junction, the Florence & Cripple Creek, and the Colorado Springs

1900, Hon. Irving H owbert took a shovel in his hands 
and on a rugged m ountain side near B ear Creek canon began building 
a railroad. As he threw the first shovelful of gravel from the spot 
where nature had deposited It perhaps centuries ago he declared that 
work on the Colorado Springs and Cripple Creek D istrict railw ay 
had begun and would be pushed to completion. 


Testeray afternoon at 3:30 o'clock, at a point on the hill above the Intersec­ 
tion of Fourth street and Myers avenue in Cripple Creek he drove the golden 
spike that m arked the completion of the railw ay from Colorado Springs to 
Cripple Creek. 
W hen President Howbert had driven the spike, nearly home 
Mr. Jam es F. Burns, as a director of the company, took the sledge and amid 
the cheers of the assembled throng and the shrill tooting of a hundred whistle« 
completed the task. 


The three passenger coaches filled with Colorado Springs people which had 
made the first trip over the new railroad then proceeded across the rail which 
is held in place by the golden spike and pulled into the tem porary station a.t 
Fourth and Myers. 


On April 2, a week from the coming Tuesday, regular passenger traffic will 
be started with four trains ft day each way between Colorado Springs and 
Cripple Creek.

23, w as decided upon. At 8 o’clock yesterday m orning the crowd was on hand 
hundred strong, happy, anticipating a pleasure to be numbered among the 
great ones of a lifetime. President Howbert. Vice President Lennox, Superin­ 
tendent Ridgway and the directors of the company were there to welcome their

The train consisted of engine No. R, one of the newest of the new. a cotr- 
tination baggage and passenger coach and two day coaches, one of the latte' 
tefng coach No. 92, which has an observation end, one of the most convenient 
and attractive ever turned out of any car construction shops. 


The party on board included men and women who have traveled the world 
or , there were men who have been closely connected with railw ay construction 
projects in various countries and various sections of this country; there were 
men who know masterpieces in railw ay engineering when they see them and 
not one person in the whole party, railway man or tourist, but had the most 
unqualified praise to offer for the new railroad, both as an engineering triumph 
and as a scenic line whose equals are few, whose superior is not to he found. 


Space does not perm it of a description of this wonderful work. 
Neither are 
words adequate were space to he had. It may well be said, however, and it can­ 
not be said too often, that no resident of Colorado Springs can afford to overlook 
an opportunity to m ake the trip. 
N either can any resident of Colorado Springs

In and out among the crags and over the valleys this 
silvery band winds its way.

Through forests of pine and cuts of granite, 
now skirting the brow of a precipice, now plunging headlong into the m ountain 
to avoid one, finally coursing in and out among the shaft houses and the dumps 
of the most wonderful gold camp in the world: this, in a word, is the Colorado 
Springs and Cripple Creek D istrict railway, heretofore a hope, now a reality.

in w ith cam era and w ith w alks on m ountain trails where man is almost a 
stranger. C. L. T utt and some of the young ladies of the party built a big bon­ 
fire which did much to overcome the tem perature of an altitude ot 10,000 feet. 
Fred P. Stevens got his big 11x14 picture machine and "took” everybody who 
wanted a sitting, and applications for sittings were many. 
Mr. Stevens got 
one picture of particular interest. It showed the observation car w'lth a party 
including all the officers and directors of the road, representing the greater 
part of the w ealth of Colorado Springs and of the gold camp. These pictures 
will be secured by m ost of those who wore there, as the best possible souvenirs 
of the occasion, especially since they were developed Immediately upon the 
return of the train to Colorado Springs and are up to the usual standard of the 
popular picture-m aker. 


At Cameron the celebration of the gold camp began. 
Kaeh mine, big and 
little, opened his w histle and put a w eight on it. 
Guns were fired in salute. 
Women in cabin doorways waved handkerchiefs and aprons. 
Small boys and 
big boys and small girl3 and big girls were to be seen on every hand, running 
to the track to greet the first train on the new road, m any running along the 
track for hundreds of feet. 


W hen Cripple Creek was reached pandemonium reigned. 
The Portland 
Land and Schrelber’s Teller County band were on hand and played stirring airs. 
The whistles blew w ithout ceasing. The people cheered and hurried about. 


It was the golden spike. Everyone wanted to see the blow struck th a t should 
complete the line. 
Director Burns had the spike and President H owbert had 
the sledge. While the band played and the crowd surged, the point of gold was 
placed to the tie and tapped to make it stand straight. President H owbert then 
struck it squarely several times and was followed by Mr. Burns and while the 
crowd called "Nall her, Jim m ie," the road was completed. 


Cripple Creek had made elaborate plans for the entertainm ent of her guests 
and the Colorado Springs people appreciated the thoughtfulness which had 
prompted the preparations. The lateness of the arrival, however, prevented all 
ceremonies except the completion of the road, and, after securing something to 
eat, the party started homeward at 5 o'clock. 


One feature of the home trip cannot be overlooked. 
It was a sight that 
Colorado people have not seen before and that is not to be seen elsewhere. 
It 
Is a bird's-eye view of Colorado Springs, at night, from the vicinity of St. P eter’s 
Dome, a distance of 18 miles. 
No person who saw it last night failed to go 
Into ecstasies of adm iration. 
A diam ond-studded star, four-pointed, yet com­ 
plete, each light distinct from all the others, yet all grouped to make the whole. 
The center of the city m akes the center of the etar. Norh, south, east and west 
the points extend, m aking the star complete; and it made glad the people, even 
because they did not get home in daylight. 


It w as a happy, rollicking party from sta rt to finish. The return trip was 
m arked toy gam es and Jokes of all kinds. Cares of th e day were forgotten. 


It w as a day of trium ph and the people made it a day of joy.

THE CELEBRATION IN CRIPPLE CREEK 


Special to the Gazette, 


Cripple Creek, March 23.—This afternoon at 3:17 o'clock another tie was 
completed th at more firmly than ever binds the interests Of the greatest gold 
camp on this continent with those of the city of Colorado Springs. 
At that 
m inute President Irving Ilow bert of theC. S. & C. C. D. short line drove home 
the spike th at completed the system th at will undoubtedly prove to be one of 
the best paying and most widely known railroads in the west. 


Today was Indeed a gala day in the history of Cripple Creek and the most 
Intense intefefet was manifested upon the streets of thè city. 
Not only in 
Cripple Creek but throughout the entire district was this interest prevalent, 
When the Portland band, made up of miners from the big B attle mountain 
bonanza, boarded a F. & C. C. train at Victor this morning to come to Cripple 
Creek to take p art in the ceremony, there was a large crowd th at followed 
thorn. The band arrived here at 11 o’clock and with banners Hying and crowds 
cheering it made its way to the N ational hotel. H ere it was learned th at the 
special train from Colorado Springs had been delayed six miles below Cam ­ 
eron by a rock slide and th at tlie distinguished party of visitors would not 
arrive at noon as announced but would be delayed a couple Of hours. By this 
t'm e the streets were thronged w ith enthusiastic citizens and the word spread 
quickly through the crowd. 


After lunch the excitem ent became more Intense and when, at 2:25, the 
train consisting of an engine and three passenger coaches was seen at the crest 
of Globe hill, this pent up enthusiasm was released. It was a M idland Terminal 
< ngine that first sounded the welcome with m any shrill blasts from Its whistle. 
The big boll upon the city hall then pealed forth its welcome and soon every 
‘whistle On sver> tliine in the western p art of the big camp was blowing full 
blast. Bennett avenue was crowded with people and thousands of eyes watched 
the slowly moving train winding its way to the pass between Globe and Gold 
hills, 500 feet above the city. 
When at 2:35 o'clock the train disappeared 
through the pass to make the circuit of Gold hill, everyone Including the P o rt­ 
land band playing "A Hot Time in the Old Town Tonight,” made for the point 
where the connection was to be made. 


At 2:45 o’clock the train was m aking the last stretch of track across Gold 
hill, ju st as the afternoon train on the Midland Term inal pulled out. 
The 
engineer opened his whistle-valve and the Midland renewed its welcome to the 
arrival. 
The sight was Indeed a picturesque one as the train composed of 
engine No. 5 and three cars, a combination baggage and smoker, a day coach 
and an observation car, loaded with railw ay officials and prom inent people, 
wended Its way down the grade. Each mine that was passed shrieked out its 
welcome and handkerchiefs could be seen waving from the windows of the 
train. The new locomotive whistled its reply and the bell was kept clanging as 
it entered the city. 


Two brass bands struck up as the train pulled in and cheer upon cheer went 
up from the throats of thousands of people. The wind was cold and raw but 
that did not dampen the ardor of the citizens who were on the scene to witness 
the completion of the road. The train was in charge of Conductor Cartw right, 
who was formerly an employe of the F. & C. c. road in this district. He was 
assisted by Brakeman Morledge. Engineer O. 1?. Sell was at the throttle of No. 
>. the largest, most powerful and most complete engine that has ever entered 
lie district. Firem an Brundige occupied the left half of the cab. 


A stop was made within a few feet of the point where President Howbert 
was to drive the last spike. The three cars were soon em pty and all Interest 
was centered about the president of the road. 
The construction party was 
hiving the last few spikes and soon everything was In readiness. 
President 
Hums of the Portland company produced a spike covered with a heavy plating 
>i Cripple Creek gold. The spike was adjusted in the fish-plate and Mr. Howbert 
•vlth a new drlvlng-ham m er drove the spike home am id the cheers of the thou- 
ands of spectators and the music of the bands. 
This work occupied ju st time 
•nough for Mr. Hówbert to land 16 blows upon the head of the spike. 
Mr. 
'•urns, as if to make everything safe and secure, took another spike and with 
.0 well-delivered blows firmly clinched the outside of the rail to the tie. 


The party then boarded the train and when everything was in readiness 
Engineer SeU pulled back the throttle and the train slowly rounded the long 
:urve and steamed into the tem porary depot on Fourth street. 
Coaches 52, 
12 and 92 received as much attention from the crowd as did the m onstrous 
locomotive. 
The two coaches directly behind the engine were models in rail­ 
way rolling stock, but coach No. 92 was perfection itself. Costing 56,000, It was 
built with the idea that it was going to be used upon the scenic line of the con- 
in en t. 
From descriptions of the scenery as witnessed by parties upon the 
special train this idea would seem to be correct. At one end of this coach there 
;«i a covered observation platform and it was upon this platform th a t President 
ilowbert rode as the train entered Cripple Creek. 


A fter the train had come to a standstill the occupants left it and walked 
>ne and a halt blocks to B ennett avenue where lunch w as procured. 
The 
Cripple Creek band and the Portland band gave concerts at the hotel to com­ 
plete the welcome, and at 5:05 o’clock the party again boarded the train and 
eft for Colorado Springs. It was ju st 5:35 o’clock when the train disappeared 
over Hoosler pass. 


President H owbert in an interview stated th at on April 2 a passenger ser- 
ice consisting of four trains each way daily between Cirpple Creek and Colo- 
ado Springs would be Inaugurated. 
A t first the time will be com paratively 
slow but inside of six months the ride will be made w ithin two hours. 


Next Saturday the Colorado Springs brokers will come to the camp over 
he road and be the guests of the Cripple Creek brokers.

Now Belong to United States. 


EXCHANGE OF RATIFICATIONS 


Interesting Ceremony Occurred at the 
State Department—Treasury- 
Warrant for $100,000. 


W ashington, March 23.—The Spanish 
m inister, the Duke of Arcos, today re- 
cel ^ed from Secretary H ay a treasury 
w arran t for $100,000 and 
the United 
States received the final cession Of "any 
and all islands of the Philippine arch ­ 
ipelago lying outside of the lino de­ 
scribed in A rticle III. of the treaty of 
peace between Spain and the United 
States of Dec. 19, 1S9S." 


At 
the sam e 
time a 
protocol was 
signed by 
Mr. H ay and 
the duke, 
changing ratifications of the treaty of 
cession. 
The specific purpose of the 
transaction is said to add the Islands 
of Cagayan, Sulu and Sihutu to tha 
possessions of the United States. 


The ceremony attending the exchange 
of ratifications and the paym ent of the 
$100,000 w arran t w as an interesting one. 
The Duke of Arcos arrived at the state 
departm ent 
by appointm ent 
at 
10 
o’clock, he had w ith him the Spanish 
version of the treaty, handsomely en ­ 
grossed and bearing the signature of 
the queen regent of Spain and tha 
Spanish royal seal. Mr. H ay joined tho 


m inister in the diplom atic room. 
Ths 
officials long in charge of tfife executiuii 
of treaties and ratifications were calle i 
in. 
The American text of the treat;, 
bearing the signature of President Mc­ 
Kinley to the ratification, already hini 
been prepared. The queen regent’s ra t­ 
ification w as handed, to Mr. H ay and h ' 
in tu rn presented to the D uke of Arcos 
the ratification executed by President 
McKinley. 
The treaties in each case 
were handsom ely bound, th a t of Spain 
being in red, w ith tho royal arm s in 
gold, while A m erica's w as bound in 
dark blue, bearing the national coat of 
arm s. 


A brief protocol w as then signed, it 
recited tho form alities of ratification or 
the treaty signed at W ashington, Nov. 
7, 1900, providing fbr the cession of any 
and all islands of the Philippine archi­ 
pelago, etc. The treasury w arrant for 
$100,000 had been prepared In advance 
and was handed to the Spanish min- 
isttr. 


There w as an exchange of felicitation* 
over the close of the transaction and 
the Duke of Avcos departed with his 
$100,000 w arran t and the ratified treaty.

Vice President Roosevelt was received 
with great

He said In 
part: 


"m e re is never any use in idly re­ 
gretting changes th a t have swept aw ay 
conditions which, perhaps, we should 
have liked to have seen obtain perm a­ 
nently: tho thing to do is to face the 
fact th a t the changes have occurred and 
to meet the new conditions. We stand 
on the threshold of a new century and 
are going to succeed or fail according as 
we rem ember or fall to rem em ber th a t 
the duty of each Is duty to his neighbor 
as well as duty to himself. 


"We have to bew are of those who, in 
the revolt against one kind of Injustice, 
flee to another kind of injustice. 
No 
good w hatever comes from trying to ap­ 
ply a false rem edy, from recognizing 
an evil and then try in g to abate it by 
the creation of a worse evil. 


“Our g reat safeguard against th a t 
kind of revolution is the existence of a 
sulflcient num ber of men who try to cut 
out the cause Which would lead to such 
a revolution. I think th a t of those who 
have studied the problems, all are con­ 
vinced th a t oftentim es the 
men that 
play into the hands of the agitators 
ag ain st the existing social system , espe­ 
cially the existing social system as re­ 
gards property, are the very men who 
clam orously insist upon an undue shara 
of the benefits of the existing social 
system .'1

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Why United States Senators Should NOT be Elected by the People

this is the greatest question 
that has ever arisen; to the casual ob- 
itrvrr. it presents nothing more than a 
e from a systpm, under which, in 
fnnn states, the legislature has been 
<v>rrui’trd. Originally in fram ing the 
(•institution it w as the key in the en­ 
tire system, and let us take heed lest in 


I r v i n s ’ to escape from the later evils 
w do not open the door to far greater, 
and a ça Inst which the present system j 
nas intended to guard us.

It should be viewed from a non-par­ 
tisan 
stand-point. Statesm en 
of all 
shades of political opinion were united 
in its support In the beginning. 
Upon 
direct vote, the proposition to elect sen­ 
ators by a vote of the people in each 
state was unanim ously defeated in the 
convention. The founders believed that 
the present provision was the wisest 
clause In the whole Instrum ent. No sin­ 
gle state, a t th a t time, would have rati­ 
fied the Constitution, providing for the 
popular election nf senators. This is 
the statem ent of a simple historical 
fact, which can be ascertained by in­ 
quiry. 
W ashington, Madison, Mason, 
Franklin, and all the other members of 
the convention are on record and voted 
against a proposition to elect senators 
by a vote of the people and each one 
has given his testimony, why the pres­ 
ent plan is indispensable to the preser­ 
vation of the form of governm ent they 
framed. It Is therefore the duty of 
eVery citizen, however humble, to use 
his 
influence 
against 
the 
proposed 
change. 
II 
Tw o-thirds of both houses rtf con­ 
gress m ay propose am endm ents which 
become parts of the Constitution, when 
ratified by three-fourths of the legisla­ 
tures of the states. Or, on application 
of tw o-thirds of the states, a convention 
shall be called by congress for propos­ 
ing am endm ents, which also, when rati- 
ed, in like m anner, become parts there­ 
of. It should be observed, th a t by the 
latter mode there is no authority to 
limit the action of the convention, when 
called, to any particular subject, but 
Its powers extend to all proper subjects 
of am endm ent. It is this la tte r mode 
now proposed by Pennsylvania—a stato 
whose course has recently caused dis­ 
satisfaction as to the present plan. 
III. 
W hy W as the Present Plan Adopted? 
It is probable if one hundred persons 
were asked why was the election origin­ 
ally vested in the legislatures, and not 
in the people, it is reasonably certain 
th a t on an average not more than one 
would be found who could suggest an 


answer, or who had given any thought 
to the subject. They know th a t some 
legislatures are reported to have been 
corrupted, for which reason they think 
& change desirable. Are we then pre­ 
pared to pass intelligently on the m at­ 
ter—to pull down the work of those 
who so vested it, for the most cogent 
reasons, which they have left on record, 
and to place Instead thereof a plan 
which they unanimously rejpcted? 
Some years ago I collected a large 
mass of m utter lelawiig to this subject, 
much of which has been lost or m is­ 
placed. As neither ttie journal of the 
federal convention nor the Madison P a­ 
pers. containing the debates, can be ob­ 
tained here I m ust bp content with 
such references as are at hand. If 
however the words of wisdom and ad ­ 
monition of W ashington and his asso­ 
ciates. bearing upon this m atter, shall 
be collected by someone, a lasting bene­ 
fit will lie conferred, and the shallow 
vam pirlngs of politicians of the Bryan 
and W eaver stripe in their dem ands far 
a change will appear In their true light; 
and, as declared by Judge Story speak­ 
ing of this clause of the Constitution, 
as “the visions and speculations of the 
brain, and not the waking thoughts of 
statesm en and patriots." 
(F irst Story 
on tile Constitution, Sec. 91)0.) 
More than one-half of the entire time 
of the convention was taken up in con­ 
stituting the two branches of congress. 
It was the great battle of the conven­ 
tion. The debate was sometimes acri­ 
monious and ¡litter. In thp main it was 
between the large states who w anted 
num erical 
representation 
and 
the 
small 
ones 
who 
wanted 
the 
rep­ 
resentation 
In 
both 
houses, 
given 
to the states as such, upon entire equal­ 
ity. The 
present 
plan 
was 
finally 
agived upon and was known as the 
great compromise. Then the question 
arose as to how the members of the sen­ 
ate should be elected. Three proposi­ 
tions were made, first, that they should 
be elected by the first branch, second, 
directly by the people of each state, 
and third, by the legislatures of the 
states. The first proposition had little 


support, one state being divided. The 
second was defeated by a unanim ous 
vote, and the third was unanim ously 
adopted, receiving the vote of every 
state. Both In the convention and a f­ 
terw ards in the state conventions the 
reasons for the plan were given, and, 
as said, was the great cause of securing 
the adoption of the Constitution, and 
establishing our form of 
governm ent. 
(Spcond Curtis' History of Constitution) 
(F irst Story on Constitution, C hapter X 
Book III.) 
The reasons declared for vesting the 
election in the legislatures, 
as 
will 
abundantly 
appear 
hereafter 
were 
these: 
F irst to directly link and con­ 
nect the state governm ents, whioh it 
designed to preserve, with the general 
governm ent, and to make them a con­ 
stituent part thereof, so as to prevent 
an invasion of the reserved rights, by 
m aking the general governm ent rest 
upon the state governm ents. Second, 
it was designed th a t each branch of 
congress should serve as a check upon 
the other, and in order that it m ight be 
so the 
organization 
of 
each 
house 
should arise from and rest upon a dif­ 
ferent basls from the other. Third the 
governm ent’ns created throughout, be­ 
ing federal in some features and n a­ 
tional in others, it was intended, that in 
order to enact laws, they should have 
first a m ajority of the people, and sec­ 
ond a m ajority of the state govern­ 
m ents. If this distinction in the mode 
of election of each branch had not been 
observed there would have been no use 
In the creation of two branches of con­ 
gress, and If now obliterated in the con­ 
tinuance of the senate. 
"If 
each 
branch 
is 
substantially 
fram ed upon the same plan the advan­ 
tages of the division are shadow y and 
im aginary. It may be safely asserted, 
that for all of the purposes of liberty 
and security, of stable laws, and of 
solid 
institutions, 
and 
of 
personal 
rights, and of the protection of prop­ 
erty, a single branch is quite as good 
as two, if their complexion is the same. 
Each will act. as the Other does . . . .It 
will only be a duplication of the evils 


of oppression and rashness, the dupli­ 
cation of obstructions to effective 
re­ 
dress. In this view, the organization of 
the 
senate becomes 
of 
inestimable 
value. 
. . . 
In this point of view, 
a aenate, as a. second branch of legisla­ 
tive power, distinct from, and dividing 
power with the first, must always op­ 
erate as a salu tary check. . . . No law 
or resolution can be passed w ithout Hie 
enncurretvp, first of a m ajority of the 
ppoplp, and then a m ajority of the 
states." 
(F irst Story on the C onstitu­ 
tion, Secs. Gfl!), 700-701.) 
“There can he 
no security for the general governm ent 
or the statp governm ents, w ithout an 
adequate representation and an ad e­ 
quate check of each in the functions of 
legislation." 
(F irst Story, Sec. Bi>8.) 
"But. the necessity for providing some 
measures by which the states, as states, 
might defend themselves against the 
encroachm ents of the national govern­ 
ment. made It apparent that they (he Is 
speaking of the 
state governm ents) 
must become, in the pled Ion a consti­ 
tuent part of the system. 
No mode of 
doing this pvesented itself, except to 
give (lie state legislatures the appoint­ 
ment of the less numerous branch of 
the 
national 
legislature—a 
provision 
which was finally adopted In the com­ 
mittee, by the unanim ous vote of the 
states." Spcond Curtis' H istory of the 
Constitution, 41.) 
"Thp objects of a senate were readily 
apprehended. They were In the first 
place th at there might be a second 
chamber, with concurrent authority In 
the enactm ent of laws: secondly, th at 
the greater degree of ability and wis­ 
dom might, reside in its deliberation 
than would likely be found in the other 
branch, and thirdly, that there m ight 
be some diversity of Interest between 
the two bodies. These objects were to 
be attained by providing for the senate 
a distinct and separate basis of its own 
It w as very soon settled 
and conceded that the states, as politi­ 
cal societies m ust be preserved.” 
(Sec­ 
ond C urtis' Hist. Const.: p. KIR. 1.19.) 
Mr. Curtis after dwelling at length 
upon the objects and purposes accom ­ 


plished by electing the senators by the 
several legislatures, and thus linking 
together thp state and federal govern­ 
ments, and making them m utually de­ 
pendent upon each other, falls into the 
error of saying that the fram ers doubt­ 
less did not fully appreciate the great 
and lasting benefit of this 
feature. 
This error is readily explained, by the 
fact that the first draft of lils great 
work, was prepared before the pubiica- 
of the Madison Papers, containing the 
debates, from which at another time I 
will quote, giving the tesltm ony of the 
patriots of th at day upon the subject. 
The author adds In reference to this 
feature, now ruthlessly proposed to be 
abolished "It Is the only expedient that 
could have been successfully adopted 
to preserve the state governm ents.. 
. 
. . Its best euloglum is to be found 
in Its practical w orkings and in what It 
did to procure the acceptance of the 
C onstitution." (Second C urtis’ H istory 
of the Constitution p. 167.) And as he 
further rem arks, but for it there would 
have been no history of W ashington's 
adm inistration or Jackson's ronquest at 
New Orleans. 
W ith some comments I 
will conclude, with the promise that at 
a future date. I will give the testim ony 
of W ashington, Franklin, Madison, and 
other fram ers of the Constitution, as to 
the absolute necessity of an election by 
the legislature. In order to preserve the 
form of government then Instituted. In 
fact it was Renjnmln F ranklin who in­ 
troduced this resolution: 
“That the legislatures of the several 
states shall chose an equal num ber of 
delegates to compose the second branch 
of the general legislature. 
(M adison’s 
Papers. 1009.) 
The reasons of the original plan are 
equally 
strong 
today. The 
nqqprtpd 
claim of a dissolution by secession is 
gone. 
We arc one and Indissoluble 
for which reason, there is the greater 
cause to preserve the great constitu­ 
tional guarantees and landm arks. The 
wisdom of the patriotic fathers speak 
to us through a hundred years of suc­ 
cessful adm inistration. In the great 
case of Texas vs. 
W are the supreme 


court of the I * til ted States, through 
Chief Justice Chase has said: 
"But the 
perpetuity and 
indissolubility of the 
union, by no means Implies the loss of 
distinct and individual existence, or of 
light of self governm ent, by the states 
The Constitution in all of 
its provisions, looks to an Indestructi­ 
ble union composed of indestructible 
states." 
(7th W allace, 
725.) 
And In 
Collector vs. P ay (llih 
Wall. 
126.) 
"W ithout tlicm (¡he static) the Mineral 
governm ent Itself would disappear from 
the family of nations." And In I .a no vs. 
Oregon (7th Wall. Tfi) it is said; "The 
states disunited might continue to ex­ 
ist. W ithout the states In union, there 
could be no such political body as the 
1’nlted States." All these decisions of 
the suprem e court w pip In recent years. 
It is useless to speculate as to the re­ 
sults which would follow the change. 
Power is insidious and the only security 
Is by so hedging it about, th at abuse is 
Impossible. 
How long would It be —no 
m atter which party was In p o w er-b e­ 
fore plausible argum ents would be In­ 
vented. that as one citizen In N evada 
counted for one hundred and tlfty in 
New York, that tho general governm ent 
should assum e control, by Its officers, 
of the election of the members of both 
houses of congress, 
which 
in 
effect 
would be the control of all state elec­ 
tions from constable up. occurring at 
the same tim e" liow long would it be 
until a congress in power, however ob­ 
jectionable. would provide for Its own 
perpetuation ? 
All proposed changes in the organic 
law suggests first, a consideration of 
the objections against It. and second, 
the remedies offered. 
W hat objections 
have been urged against the existing 
)'»iv q ■> Nnne whatever. 
!! is said that 
some legislatures have been corrupted. 
Tills is simply an Insistence that the 
people themselves have liepn Incapable 
or unwilling to elect honest men to of­ 
fice. If (he claim Is well founded, of 
what avail would it be to give the peo­ 
ple themselves greater power, to elect 
senators for the whole state. 
If it was 
urged that an individual was unable or 


unw illing to carry a hundred pounds, 
all would f*ee the absurdity of a prop­ 
osition to put upon his shoulders a 
thousand pounds. 
Rut when it is urged 
th a t the people themselves, in their 
own localities and within certain cir­ 
cumscribed limits, where 
each 
man 
knows the other, are Incapable of elect 
Ing proper men to the legislature, a 
proposition to Invest the people with 
far greater powers is seriously taken, 
as .i ii-medj. 
The truth Is, that the governm ent is 
no b etter than the people make 
i t . 
It in useless, by mere paper guarantees 
I to seek to instill public virtue Into the 
i governm ent, or Its officers, which the 
i people th°m selves lark. The. stream 


j can never rise above Its source, and 
i f 
the agents of the people. In the legis- 
llatu res have proved recreant the rem- 
■ ody must RO to the fountain bead. 
W hat we need is. not a change of tlie 
Constitution, but n change of political 
morals and methods 
of political ac­ 
tion op the part of the people. We re­ 
quire a baptism of the spirit which 
guided our forefathers. We need more 
virtue—that Is patriotism —and an exer­ 
cise of greater knowledge In the selec­ 
tion of public officers, and of public 
adm inistration. The C onstitution of our 
forefathers, was not Inspired, but 
I t 
wn? the work of patriots, and Instituted 


i n all of Its features, and all of Its de­ 
tails, the wisest system of governm ent 
ever devised. The fault is not with the 
Constitution, but with the people. 
Any 
remedy to be effective 
m ust 
come 
through an aw akening of the public 
conscience. 
And after all Is said against the sen­ 
ate, it must be adm itted th at it is still 
far abo\e the other branch of congtess, 
which is elected directly hy the people. 
It has been, as It was designed to be, 
a conservative element which still pre­ 
serves us from much rash legislation. 
And 
notw ithstanding 
the 
objections 
raised, it Is still the great balance 
wheel which would cease to be effective, 
with the proposed change.

It is a strange, 
dream y, m ysterious 


looking country, rad ian t w ith sunshine, 
prolific in ancient ruins and interesting 
traditions, rich in m ineral w ealth and 


posses sing a surplus of 
“m agnificent 
distances.” 
Thus far this wonderful country has 


been preserved sacred to the transpor­ 
tation interests of tho Santa Fe Route 
and Southern Pacific, both of which do 
an enormous business within its bound­ 
aries, and m aintain their popularity. 
There are a num ber of local lines that 
enjoy liberal patronage, but they are 
contingent to these 
two great 
trunk 
lines. 
N orthern New Mexico is one of the 
finest grazing sections on the globe. It 
is also rich in coal and tim ber. South­ 
ern New Mexico adds m ining to its re­ 
sources and the mines of Silver City. 
S anta R ita and the Mogallon country 
are Immensely rich. 
From Demlng w estw ard the eye gazes 
in wonder upon 
the strange 
photog­ 
raphy of the m ystic mirage. 
There is 
a lake fringed w ith tim ber and m oun­ 
tains in the background clearly reflect­ 
ed In the w ater. Yonder is a beautiful 
city, with temples 
and tu rrets 
and 
domes and 
spires. 
And aw ay to the 
southw est Is a "castle In mid air," 
a 
double castle, one invested w ith towers 
touching each other. 
W alls and for­ 
ests and hills and valleys painted by 
the hand of the M aster A rtist. 
Gaze again and the lake with its for­ 
est fringing and m ountain background 
has vanished, the city has been ab ­ 
sorbed by sky and desert and the cas­ 
tles have "gone glim m ering.” And then 
the azure deep and dream y waste. 
Out on the alkali desert m yriads of 
tiny columns of dust stand erect mov­ 


ing slowly In a common direction. They 
are created by little whirlwinds char­ 
acteristic of the section. 
Crossing the boundary line between 
New Mexico and Arizona we are in the 
land of the Apaches, who successfully 
baffled ail efforts of civilization till 
within the last few years. 
This w as the home of Geronimo un­ 
til he was captured by General Lawton, 
and also of Cochise, the Apache out­ 
law'. 
M any blood-curdling stories are 
told of their raids and the travelers on 
the Southern Pacific trains are pointed 
to the "Face of Old Cochise” which is 
clearly outlined in the contour of D ra­ 
goon m ountain sum m its. 
It is said to 
bear a rem arkable resem blance to the 
renegade chief. 
We are now in a land where condi­ 
tions and climate and people are as dif­ 
ferent from those of Colorado as are 
those of Peru or Patagonia.. 
We are 
now in a land of the “A ncients.” And 
the "A ncients” are still largely in evi­ 
dence. 
H ere heavy rests the hand of 
heredity. H ere Is a m ingling of A nda­ 
lusian, Aztec and Indian. 
The desires 
and habits and custom s are those of 
the 
fifteenth and sixteenth centuries. 
A land fairer than that which God gave 
to Abraham . 
A clim ate balm ier than 
th a t of “Sunny Italy." Treasure richer 
than the "Gold of Ophir.” 
B ut there are exceptions. 
Fairyland 
is encompassed with desert. Tho soft, 
sweet, fragrance-laden 
wind 
of the 
sem i-tropics is absorbed by the blister­ 
ing Sirocco and tem perature of 112 to 
120 in the shade in m idsum m er; and a 
suffering hum anity longs for a glimpse 
of “Kelly, tho Ice Man." 


Tombstone. Arizona, Is well named. It 
was once a blustering, 
busy 
m ining 
camp of 10,000 people. Today H is dead­ 
er than the occupant of an Egyptian 
catacomb. The rich mines of the camp 
lay dorm ant because 
of that fearful 
bane of mankind, human jealousy. The 
mines are very wet and all connected 
w ith subterranean passages. 
So long 
as one company did the pumping for all 
everything was lovely and $50,000,000 in 
gold and silver was taken out in a 
few years and when the company grew 
tired of pum ping for the camp, trouble 
arose, 
the "Contention” shaft 
house 
w as blown up and since then the camp 
has been Idle. 
In this locality and for m any miles 
east and west in Arizona and south 
Into Old Mexico Is probably one of the 
richest m ineral sections on the face of 
the globe. 
But w ith all this wondrous wealth 
in sight w hat can a poor man do? ’ 
W ater m ust be secured and tran s­ 
ported across a burning desert 25 miles 
or more. E verything is expensive. Thé 
ordinary 
m an 
looks 
the 
situation 
square in the face and takes the back 
track. 
Then 
comes the syndicate and the 
money, and a railroad and sm elter and 
town is built. 
It takes capital to do 
things here. 
An 
instance is 
the 
world-famous 
Copper Queen, 
owned 
by the Copper 
Queen Consolidated M ining Co. a t Bis- 
bee. The com pany owns the mine and 
the town and the sm elter and the rail­ 
road from Benson to BIsbee. And they 
have made a success of it. 
Well, we gueBS yes! 


In the Copper Quppn are 100 miles of 
underground workings. 
It has produc­ 
ed $100.000,000 
in mineral. 
There are 
$260,000,000 more In sight. The company 
ships 75 tons of copper bullion from 
the sm elter every day in the year. 
It 
will require 
15 years with the pres­ 
ent working force to mine the ore in 
sight. 
There Is not a more liberal or 
popular railroad 
corporation 
in 
the 
country than those same Copper Queen 
people. 
They are 
extending a line through 
Southern Arizona and New Mexico to 
El Paso and another line *o their rich 
copper mine at N accaanra, Old Mexico, 
100 miles south of BIsbee. 
The com­ 
pany furnished an escort to conduct me 
through a small portion of this mine. 
We only examined parts of the second, 
third and fourth levels. 
Here was 
a 
m ass of copper in the lime clearly the 
result of displacem ent. 
It was a inile 
and a half long, several rods wide and 
m any 
hundreds 
of feet deep. 
Many 
large bodies were viewed during the 
four hours I was In the mine, and I 
m ust confess th a t I gazed upon them 
w ith am azem ent. 
The m ineral does not come In veins 
and contacts as it does In Colorado. It 
occurs in great deposits generally in 
the lime but sometimes in the por­ 
phyry. 
Superintendent French and M anager 
Clawson extended m any courtesies and 
made my visit to BIsbee very pleasant 
and one to be rem embered. 
August 
Baron and J. 
P. Scarff of 
Tom bstone drove me over to the H ua- 
chuca 
m ountains on the line 
of Old 
Mexico and 35 miles from Tombstone. 


H ere we found a most prom ising new 
gold, silver, 
lead and 
copper camp 
which is beginning to attra c t much a t­ 
tention. 
Immense bodies of ore have 
alrpady been uncovered but the lone 
prospector or operator 
is 
powerless, 
and as elsewhere In A rizona the strong 
syndicate alone can operate here suc­ 
cessfully. 
In the side of the m ountain and about 
a mile from Old Mexico is a huge cav­ 
ern in the lime, 1,000 feet long, 80 feet 
wide and 
m any feet in height. 
The 
floor is perfectly level nnd at one end 
there is a natural stage or platform 
elevated about six feet above the floor. 
In frOnt of the stage are two beauti­ 
fully formed stalagm ite pillars reach­ 
ing from floor to roof and about eight 
feet apart. 
To this strange place pic­ 
nic parties from Bisbee have brought 
lunch and music and have danced all 
night .the iiatural stage serving the 
purposes of a band stand. 
From tho 
celling and on the walls hang clusters 
of stalactites and m agnificently formed 
crystallizations. At the inner side is an 
opening Into another and still larger 
cavern th at has never been explored. 
About a mile above the cavern which 
is in a big copper ledge Is an old cop­ 
per mine from which the m etal was 
taken for the mission bells of Santa 
Cruz 150 years ago. 
To the south a distance of less than 
30 miles is the celebrated Cobra Grande 
copper mine and sm elter at the east­ 
ern end of the Cannonler mountains. 
This mine is said to be the greatest 
copper deposit yet discovered and its 
ow nership has for years been a bone of 
g reat contention in local and interna­ 


tional courts. 
For miles in pvery direction every 
volcanic mound nnd butte and m oun­ 
tain Is known to be the location of 
mineral, and here at no great future 
dav will be developed a mining indus­ 
try th at 
will be tiio 
wonder of the 
world. 
B ut with all this falyjlous wealth be­ 
fore them, with these wonderful possi­ 
bilities within their grasp the people 
are 
Indifferent, 
apathetic and unam ­ 
bitious. 
And why should they not be? 
Who would not feel apathetic after 
living in a Turkish hath for months'.' 
H ere grow the almond and date palm, 
the pepper and olive and fig. 
It 1b not a very cold and frisky coun­ 
try 
where these 
things grow. 
And 
flowers bloom perennially. 
Yes, It Is a lazy m an’s country. 
The mongrel people, the ancient cus­ 
toms. the poor, skinny old crow baits 
called 
team s 
and a 
hundred other 
things fully dem onstrate the fact. 
At Tuscon is the most unique hostelry 
in the world. 
It is the "Hotel St. A u­ 
gustine." 
It was built for a 
mission 
house by the old Spanish padres 
years ago. 
It is a large ram bling onc- 
Btory building occupying alm ost an en­ 
tire half block of space. 
The 
old vestibule has been 
im pro­ 
vised Into an office, bar, telephone ruom 
and lavatory. 
W hat was onre the body of the sanc­ 
tu ary Is now used as a dining room. 
The chancel is occupied by the "table 
of honor" located directly under rare 
old paintings of the Savior and the Vir­ 
gin 
in the stuccoed 
dome. 
On the 


square corner pillars in front are p ain t­ 
ings of a lamb and the cross. 
This table Is twice as large as the 
others In thp dining room and Is sup­ 
plied with two flve-jet candle sticks 
"•hi!" th" others have but one. 
Com­ 
mon tallow candles are used and m y r­ 
iads of them furnish abundance of light 
during the evening meal. 
Tw enty miles out from M aricopa are 
the ruins of Casa Grande, centuries old. 
Here in the dead ages of long ago lived 
another race. 
Summer 
winds 
were 
wafted from m ountain and plain fan­ 
ning the tawny cheeks of those who 
loved and labored before Babylon was 
founded and before the pyram ids were 
built. 
Here children prattled and lov­ 
ers trysted in the tw ilight shades of 
the long, long ago. Storm clouds g ath ­ 
ered and thunder rumbled across these 
deserts bringing fear and terror to a 
race long since forgotten. 
Separated from the semi-civilizations 
of history by time and space, living in 
an age primitive in the extreme, leav­ 
ing no record of their origin or destiny, 
they 
came and went 
like a passing 
breeze. 
It is a solemn thing to stand by the 
graves of a prehistoric people, w rapped 
in a m ystery profound as th a t of the 
tombs that enclose them, and ponder 
over the possibilities of who and w hat 
they might have been. 
B ut the magical touch of advance­ 
ment Is being felt in Arizona and ere 
long It Is confidently predicted the ter­ 
ritory will throb with energy and re­ 
spond to tho influences of a progressive 
population.

T h e fa c t Is u n d en iab le th a t no one of th e b ig cities h a s w h a t m ay bi 
called a m odel a d m in istratio n o r a n y th in g th a t a p p ro ach es it. 
In ev ery one oi 
th em the p ercen tag e of w a ste a n d e x tra v a g a n c e is f a r g re a te r th a n it o u g h t li 
be, a n d th a n It w ould be if th e affa irs of th o se co m m u n ities w ere conducted, a 
Ihoy should be, on s tric tly b usiness principles. 
In th e eye of th e law th e people of a c ity a re w elded to g e th e r in a corpora 
tion fo r th e specific purp o se of tra n s a c tin g th ro u g h chosen a g e n ts, o r officers 
th e b u sin ess esse n tia l to th eir com fort, p ro te c tio n a n d sa fe ty . T h e selection o 
these officers oi a g e n ts is m ade by b a llo t th ro u g h th e in s tru m e n ta lity o f politi 
cal p a rties. T his in jectio n of n a tio n a l a n d s ta te p o litics Into m u n ic ip al adm in 
istra tio n is the ro o t o f a ll th e evils In th e g o v ern m en t o f c ities fro m w hich the 
b est a n d w isest th o u g h t of th e w hole c o u n try is now en d e av o rin g to seek a way 
of escape. T o elim in ate It is th e one c e rta in a n d efficacious rem edy. E verything 
else h a s been trie d an d ijroved to be a failu re. T h e tra il o f th e p o litical machinc 
h as been over all of them , an d , a s a resu lt, th e la s t co n d itio n h a s generally 
proved to be w orse th a n th e first. 
T he m ay o r of a g re a t c ity should be 'th e rep re se n ta tiv e , n o t o f one polltica 
p a rty , h u t of all p a rties, of th e w hole people in th e ir co rp o ra te c a p a c ity ; and he 
should be in vested w ith fu ll a u th o rity o v er ev ery d e p a rtm e n t of th e ad m in istra ­ 
tion. 
U pon him should re s t fu ll resp o n sib ility fo r ev e ry th in g . 
T h e h e a d of a 
b an k is ^vith his b o ard of d irecto rs a cco u n tab le to th e sto c k h o ld e rs fo r its m an 
ag em en t. T hose sto ck h o ld ers w a n t div id en d s a n d it is h is b u sin ess, b y p ru d e n 
m an ag em en t, to produce them .

SUFFOCATED IN TUNNEL 


Engineer Killed and Five Other 


Trainmen Overcome on the Great

Seattle, Wash., March 26—The flrst 
serious accident to occur In the new 
Great Northern 
tunnel, which was 


opened for traffic about three months 
ago, took place yesterday 
afternoon 


and resulted In the death of Engineer 
W. W. Bradlay. His death was due to 
suffocation from the poisonous gases In 
the tunnel. His flreman, Joe Smith, 
was overcome but recovered. Five other 
trainmen were overcome, but recovered 
soon after getting Into the open nlr. 
The train, whlc'h was enstbound, be- 
came stalled In the middle of the tun- 
nel. 
The fumes of the engine soon 


filled the place and the :v>on were forced 
to leave the train and lie on the floor of 
the tunnel for safety. 
When the train failed to appear at the 
far end of the tunnel, the watchers 
there feared that something had hap- 
pened and started In with a relict en- 
gine. The body of the dead engineer was 
found face down In a ditch at the Bide 
of the .track. 
The other 
men were 


found on the track. The rescuers had 
a hard time getting to the scene owing 
to the presence of smoke and gas. All 
the men rescued were taken to the hos- 
p'ltal at Everett and are nearly recov- 
ered tonight.

the directors and stockholders of the road. A day was set for the trip but a fall 
•of snow made conditions less favorable than were desired and Saturday, March 
23, was decided upon. At 8 o'clock yesterday morning the crowd was on hand 
a hundred strong, happy, anticipating a pleasure to bo numbered among the 
great ones of a lifetime. President Howbert, Vice President Lennox, Superin- 
tendent Rldgway and the directors of the company were there to welcome their 
guests, and at a few minutes after S the signal for a start was given. 


The train consisted of engine No. 6, one of the newest of the new, a com- 


bination baggage and passenger coach and two day coaches, one of the latter 
being coach No. 92, which has an observation end, One of the most convenient 
and attractive ever turnea out of any Car construction shops. 


The party on board Included men and women who have traveled the world 


over; there-were men who have been closely connected with railway construction 
projects in various countries and various sections of this country! there were 
men who know masterpieces In railway engineering when they see them and 
not one person in the whole party, railway man or tourist, but had the most 
unqualified praise to offer for the n«w railroad, both as an engineering triumph 
and as a scenic line whose equals are few, whose superior Is not to be found. 


Space does not permit of a dascrlptlon of this wonderful work. Neither ,are 


uorfls adequate were space to be had. It may well be said, however, and It can- 
not be said too often, that no resident of Colorado Springs can afford to overlook 
an opportunity to make the trip. Neither Can any resident of Colorado Spring* 
or Colorado permit any friend to visit the stale and leave without making thl* 
trip except by doing that friend an injustice. 


There are lots of magnificent scenic attractions In Colorado but there are 


none in Colorado or elsewhere that duplicate some of those to be enjoyed on the 
trip, through and beyond the beautiful Cheyenne canons. Point Sublime with 
Its- matchless view of Broadmoor and of North Cheyenne Is Only a beginning 
of the grandeur -of the trip. And of this the people have heard. They have not 
'heard, however, that all the tunnels are big enough for a man to rldff through 
with safety standing on' top of a box car. They do not know that every trestle 
on the line has two more uprights or main supports than are to be found In the 
trestles of any other line In Colorado. They do not all know that for 18 miles 
out of Colorado Springs the city is to be seen from the railway or that from 
several points on the line passengers can look to tho southward and sea the 
city of Pueblo. Nor Is it generally known that from this Wonderful, standard- 
gauge mountain railway the passengers can look completely over the top of 
(Cheyenne mountain.^ In and out among the crags and over the valleys this 
.silvery band winds" ita way. A golden band It should rather be called, for It 
it not a railway Tjuilt of gold? Through forests of pine and cuts of granite, 
now skirting the brow of a-precipice, now plunging headlong Into the mountain 
to avoid one, finally coursing in and out among the shaft houses and the dumps 
of the moat wonderful gold camp in the world: this, In a word, Is the Colorado 
Springs and Cripple Creek District railway, heretofore a hope, now a reality. 


The run from" Colorado Springs up to Cripple Creek was mads yesterday 


under difficulties which would have been noticed by a business man In a hurry 
but not minded by the happy company who composed the party. For instance, 
the handsome and powerful locomotive which hauled the train had been on the 
rtlls but a few. days and was not thoroughly broken Into the harness. Hence 
It was neither a surprise nor a disappointment to have some of Its "joints" got 
just the least bit tired. The engineer said "she was warm a little." and Mr. 
Rldgway didn't dispute him, but some of the passengers, all of whom got out 
to see what was the matter when the train stopped, said they couldn't see 
anything wrong and that they believed the engineer just stopped and said She 
was "warm" In order that all the people might notice what a beautiful machine 
he had. 


And a beautiful machine No. B is in very truth. 
Her-boilers are twice as high as a man, her eight drivers hug the rails with 


an 85-ton hug, and her electric headlight, "with power generated by a steam 
turbine direct connected to the armature shaft of the dynamo" (as explained by 
a man -who said he knew), casts a 600 canaie-power gleam along the silvery path 
where It .stretches straight ahead or else across a vale to some distant snow- 
robed mountain.

. But speaking of difficulties: 


..' What would have been a difficulty to a business man In a hurry occurred 
on "mile 31" out of Colorado Springs. It was a slide of dirt and disintegrated 
granite. It came down in a cut that had not been completed. It was believed 
that'the material'would not slide and that there would be time enough to take 
It out, but early yesterday morning a slide occurred which burled 26 feet 01 
track so deep that it took 50 laborers several hours to clear It away. There 
was no dissatisfaction with the excursion party, however, the time being put 
In with camera and with walks on mountain trails whore man is almost n 
stranger. C. L. Tutt and some of the young ladles of the party built a big bon- 
fire which did much to overcome the temperature of an altitude ot 10,000 feet. 
Fred P. Stevens got his big 11x14 picture machine and "took" everybody who 
wanted a sitting, and applications for sittings were many. Mr. Stevens got 
one picture of particular Interest. It showed the observation car with a party 
InClualng all tho officers and directors of the road, representing .the greater 
part of the wealth of Colorado Springs and of the gold camp. These pictures 
will be secured by most of those who were there, as the beat possible souvenirs 
of the occasion, especially since -they were developed immediately upon the 
return of the train to Colorado Springs and are up to the usual standard of the 
popular picture-maker. 


At Cameron the celebration of the gold camp began. Kaph mine, big and 


little, opened his whistle and put a weight on it. Guns were flrea in salute, 
Women in cabin doorways waved handkerchiefs and aprons. Small boys ana 
big boys and small girls and big girls were to be seen on every hand, running 
to tile track to greet -the first train on the new roaa, many running along the 
track for hundreds of feet. 


When Cripple Creek was reached' pandemonium reigned. Tho Portland 


band and Schrelber's Teller County band were on hand and playea stirring airs. 
The whistles blew without ceasing. The people cheerea and hurried about. 


It was the golden spike. Everyone wanted to see the blow struck that should 


complete the line. Director Burns had the spike and President Howbert had 
the sledge. While the band played and the crowd surged, the point of gold was 
placea to the tie and tapped to make it stana straight. Presiaent Howbert then 
struck It squarely several times ana was followea by Mr. Burns ana while the 
crowd called "Nail her, Jlmmle," the roaa was completed. 


Cripple Creek had maae elaborate plans for the entertainment of her guests 


ana the Colorado Springs people appreciated the thoughtfulness which had 
prompted the preparations. The lateness of the arrival, however, prevented all 
ceremonies except the completion of the road, and, after securing something to 
eat, the party started homeward at 6 o'clock. 


One feature ot the home trip cannot be overlooked, it was a sight thai

Cripple. Creak, March 23.—This afternoon at 3:17 o'clock another tie wa 


completed that more firmly than ever binds the interests of the greatest gol 
camp on tHIs Continent with those of the city of Colorado Springs. 
At tha 


minute President Irving Howbert of theC. S. & C. C. D. short line drove hotti 
the spIKe; that completed the system that will undoubtedly prove to be one o 
the best paying and most wiaely known railroads.In the west. 


Today was Indeed a gala day In the history of Cripple Creek and the mos 


Intense Interest was manifested upon the streets of the city. Not only in 
Cripple Creek but throughout the entire district was this interest prevalent 
When the. Portland band, made up of miners from the big Battle mountain 
bonanza, boarded a F. & c. C. train at Victor this morning to C6m6 to Crlppl 
Creek to take part in the ceremony, there was a large crowd that follows 
them. The band arrived here at 11 o'clock and with banners flying and crowd 
cheering it made Its way to the National hotel. Here it was learned that th 
special train, from Colorado Springs had been delayed six miles below Cam 
eron-by ft rock slide and that the distinguished party of visitors would no 
arrive at noon as announced but would be delayed a couple of hours. By thl 
time the streets were thronged with enthusiastic citizens and tha word spreai 
quickly through the crowd. 


After lunch .the excitement became more Intense and when, at 2:2S, the 


train consisting of an engine and three passenger coaches was seen at the Cres 
of Globe hill, this pent up enthusiasm was released. It was a Midland Termlna 
engine that first Sounded the welcome with many shrill blasts from its Whistle 
The big-bell upon the city hall then pealed forth its welcome and soon every 
"whistle on svery mine in the western part of the big camp was blowing ftil 
blast. Bennett avenue was crowded with people and thousands of eyes watched 
the slowly moving train winding its way to the pass between Globe and Gold 
hills, BOO feet above the city. When at 2:35 o'clock the train disappeared 
through the pass to make the circuit Of Gold hill, everyone Including the Port- 
land band flaying "A Hot Time In the Old Town Tonight," made for the point 
where the connection was to be made. 


At 2:4S o'clock .the train was making the last stretch of track across Gold 


hill, just as the'afternoon train on the Midland Terminal pulled .out. The 
engineer opened his whistle-valve and the Midland renewed its Welcome to -thi 
arrival.. The .sight .was Indeed a picturesque one-as the train composed oi 
engine No. B and three cars, a combination baggage and smoker, a day coach 
and an observation car, loaded with'railway official* and prbmlnent people, 
wended; Its way down the grade. Each mine that was passed shrieked out Its 
welcome and -handkerchiefs could be seen waving from the windows of tha 
train. The hew locomotive whistled its reply and the bell was kept clanging aa 
it entered the city. 


Two brass bands Struck up as the train pulled in and cheer upon cheer went 


up from the throats of thousands of people. The wind Was cold and raw but 
that did not dampen tho ardor of the citizens who were on the scene to Witness 
the completion .of the road. The train was in charge of Conductor Cartwright, 
who was formerly an employe of the F. & c. c. road in this district. He was 
assisted bjr Bfakeman Morledge. Engineer 0. R. Sell was at the throttle of No. 
3, the largest, most'powerful and most complete engine that has ever entered 
the district. Fireman Brundige occupied the left half of the cab. 


A stop was made within a few feet jot the point where President Howbert 


was to drive the. last 'spike. The threes1 dire were soon empty and all interest 
was centered about the president ot ,'tbk road. The construction! party waa 
Irlvlng the Wat: few spikes and soon everything was In readiness. President 
Burns of the Portland company produced a spike covered'with a.heavy plating 
of Crlppl* Creek gold. The spike wa*"adjusted in the fish-plate and Mr. Howbert 
ivlth a new driving-hammer drove the.sp'ike home amid the cheers of thVthou- 
ands Of.spectatorsiand the muslo of >th<l'(bands. This work occupied just time 
mough.for Miv^bwbert to land Willows upon the head of the spike. Mr. 
Jurns, as If to make everything safe arid secure, took another spike and with 
10 well-delivered blows firmly clinched the outside of the rail to the tie.

It should be viewed from a non-par- 
tisan stand-point, statesmen of all 
shades o( political opinion were united 
in Us support In the beginning, upon 
direct Vote, the proposition to elect sen- 
ators by a. vote of the people In each 
state was unanimously defeated In the 
convention. The founders believed that 
the present provision was the wisest, 
clause In the whote Instrument. No sin- 
gle State, at that time, would have rati- 
fied the Constitution, providing for the 
popular election of senators. This Is 
the statement of a simple historical 
fact, which can be ascertained by In- 
quiry. 
Washington, Madison, Mason, 
Franklin, and all the other members of 
tho convention are on record and voted 
against a proposition to elect senators 
by i vote of the people and each one 
has given his testimony, Why the pres- 
ent plan Is Indispensable to the preser- 
vation ot the form of. government they 
framed. It Is therefore the fluty- of 
eVery citizen, however humble, to Usa 
his Influence against 
the proposed 
change, 


Twd-thlvds of both houses 6f con- 
gress may propose amendments which 
become parts of the Constitution, when 
ratifies by three-fourths of the legisla- 
tures of the States. Or, on application 
of two-thirds of the states, a convention 
Shall be called by congress for propos- 
ing amendments, Whldh also, when rail- 
ed, In tike, manner,, become parts there- 
of. It should be observed, that by the 
latter rnode there Is no authority to 
limit the aCttdn of the convention, when 
called, to any particular subject, but 
Its powers' extend to all.proper subjects 
of amendment. It Is this latter mode 
now proposed by Pennsylvania—a stats 
whose course has recently caused dis- 
satisfaction as to the present plan. 


Mi. 
Why Was the- Present flan. Adopted? 
—It Is probable if one hundred persons 
•were asked Why was the election oHgln. 
ally, vested in the legislatures, and not 
in the people, It Is reasonably certain 
that on an average" hot more than one 
would be found who could suggest an 


answer, or who had given any thought 
to the subject. They know that Some 
legislatures are reported to have been 
corrupted, for which reason they think 
i, change desirable. Are we then pre- 
pared to pass intelligently on the mat- 
ter—to pull down the work of those 
who so vested It, for the most cogent 
reasons, which they have left on record, 
and to place Instead thereof a plan 
which they unanimously rejected? 
Some years ago I collected a large 
mass of matter relating to this subject, 
much of which has been lost or mis- 
placed. , As neither the journal of the 
federal convention nor the Madison Pa- 
pers, containing the debates, can be ob- 
tained here I must be content with 
such references as are at hand. If 
however the words of wisdom and ad-" 
monltloii pf Washington and hla asso- 
ciate's, bearing upon this matter, shall 
he collected by someone, a lasting bene- 
fit will be conferred, and the shallow 
vamptrlngs of politicians of the Bryan 
and Weaver stripe In their demands far 
a change will appear In their true light; 
and, as declared by Judge Story speak- 
ing ot this clause o£ the Constitution, 
as-"the visions and speculations of the 
brain, and not the waking thoughts of 
statesmen and patriots." (First Story 
On the Constitution, Sec. ODD.) 


More than one-half of the entire time 
of the'convention was taken up in con- 
stituting the two branches ot congress. 
It was the great battle of the conven- 
tion. The debate was sometimes acri- 
monious and bitter. In the main It Was 
between the large states who wanted 
numerical 
representation 
and 
the 


i small ones who wanted 
the 
rep- 
! mentation 
in both houses, given 


I to tha states as such, upon entire equal- 
ity. The present plan was finally 
agreed upon and was known as the 
great compromise. Then the question 
arose as to bow the members of the sen- 


> ate Should be elected. Three proposU 
i tlons were made, first, that they should 
be elected by the first branch, second, 
directly by the people of each state, 
and third, by the legislatures of the 
states. The first proposition had little 


support, one state being divided. The 
second was defeated by a unanimous 
vote, and the third was unanimously 
adopted, receiving the vote of every 
state. Both in the convention ana af- 
terwards In the state conventions tho 
reasons for the plan were riven, and, 
as said, was the great cause of securing 
the adoption of the Constitution, and 
establishing our form of government. 
(Second Curtis' History of constitution) 
(First Story on Constitution, Chapter X 
Book III.) 


The reasons declared for vesting the 
election In the legislatures, as 
Will 
abundantly appear hereafter .were 
these: First to directly link ana.con- 
nect the state governments,, which it 
designed to preserve, with the general 
government, and to make thSm Oon- 
stltuent part thereof, so as to prevent 
an Invasion of the reserved rlgHts/by 
making the general government rest 
upon the state governments. Second, 
It was designed that each branch of 
congress Should serve as a ChecK upon 
the other, and In order that It might ber 
so the organization of each house 
should arise from and rest updh a dif- 
ferent basis from the other. Third the 
gbvernment'as created throughout, be- 
ing federal In some features and na- 
tional In others, It was Intended, that In 
order to enact laws, they should have 
first a majority of the people, and sec- 
ond a majority of the fctate govern- 
ments, tf this distinction' In the.mode 
of election of each branch had not neeri 
observed there would hive been ho.use 
In the creation of two branches of con- 
gress, and if now obliterated In the con- 
tinuance of the senate. 
"If each branch 
Is substantially 
framed upon the same plan th6 advan» 
tages of the division are shafloWy.and 
Imaginary. It may be safely asserted, 
that for ail of the purpbses. of liberty 
and security, of stable laws, and pf 
solid institutions, and of personal 
fights, and of the protection of-prop- 
erty, a. single branch is quite as good 
as two. if their complexion Is the saifia. 
Bach Will act, SB the ether does . . . .It 
will only be a duplication of the evils 


of oppression and rashness, the dupli- 
cation ot obstructions to effective ro- 
dress. In this view, the organization of 
the senate becomes ot Inestimable 
value. . . . I n this point of view, 
a oenatc, as a second branch ot legisla- 
tive power, distinct from, and dividing 
power with the first, must always op- 
erate as a salutary check. . . . No law 
or resolution can be passed without the 
concurrence, first of a majority of the 
people, and then a majority of the 
states." (First Story on the Constitu- 
tion, Sees, 639, 700-701.) "There can be 
no security for the general government 
or tho state governments, without an 
adequate representation and an ade- 
quate check of each in the functions of 
legislation." 
(First Story, Sec. 658.) 
"But the necessity for providing some 
measures by which the states, us states, 
might defend themselves against the 
encroachments of the national govern- 
ment, made It apparent that they (he Is 
speaking o£ the state governments) 
must become. In the election a consti- 
tuent part of the system. No mode ot 
doing this presented Itself, except to 
give the state legislatures the appoint- 
ment of the less numerous branch of 
the national legislature—a provision 
which was finally adopted in the com- 
mittee, by the unanimous vote ot the 
states." Second Curtis' History of the 
Constitution, 41.) 


'The objects of a senate were readily 
apprehended. They were In the first 
place that there might be a second 
chamber, with concurrent authority In 
the enactment of laws; secondly, that 
the greater degree of ability and wis- 
dom might reside In Us deliberation 
than would likely be found in the other 
branch, and thirdly, that there might 
be some diversity of Interest between 
the two bodies. These objects were to 
be attained by providing for the senate 
a distinct and separate basis of its own 
. . . . It was very soon settled 
and conceded that the states, as politi- 
cal societies must be preserved," (Sec- 
ond Curtis' Hist. Const.; p. 138, 130.) 
Mr. Curtis after dwelling at length 
upon the dbjects and purposes accom- 


plished by electing the senators by the 
several legislatures, and thus linking 
together the state and federal govern- 
ments, and making them mutually de- 
pendent upon each other, falls Into the 
error of saying that the framcrs doubt- 
less did not fully appreciate the great 
and lasting benefit of this feature. 
This error la readily explained, by the 
fact that.the first draft of his great 
work, was prepared before the publlca- 
or the Madison Papers, containing thn 
debates, from which at another time I 
will quote, giving the testimony of the 
patriots of that day upon the subject, 
The "author adds In reference to this 
feature, now ruthlessly proposed to be 
abolished "It Is the only expedient that 
could hava 'been successfully adopted 
to preserve the state governments.. . 
. . its best euloglum is to be found 
In Its practical workings and In what It 
did to procure the acceptance of the 
Constitution." (Second Curtis' History 
of the Constitution p. 167.) And as he 
further remarks, but for It there would 
have been no history of Washington's 
administration or Jackson's conquest at 
New Orleans. With some comments I 
will conclude, with the promise that at 
a future date, I will give the testimony 
of Washington, Franklin, Madison, and 
other framers of the Constitution, as to 
the absolute necessity of an election by 
the legislature. In order to preserve tho 
form of government then Instituted. In 
fact it was Benjamin Franklin who In- 
troduced this resolution: 


'That the legislatures of the several 
states shall chose an equal number of 
delegates to compose the second branch 
of the general legislature. (Madison's 
Papers, 1009.) 
The reasons of the original plan arc 
equally strong today. The asserted 
claim of a dissolution by secession is 
gone. 
We are one and Indissoluble 
for which reason, there Is the greater 
cause to preserve the great constitu- 
tional guarantees and landmarks. The 
wisdom of the patriotic fathers speak 
to us through a. hundred years Of suc- 
cessful administration. In the great 
case of Texas vs. Ware the supremo 


court of the United States, through 
Chief Justice Chase has said: "But the 
perpetuity and Indlssolublllty of the 
union, by no means Implies the loss of 
distinct and individual existence, or ot 
right ot self government, by the states 
. . . . The Constitution In all of 
Its provisions, looks to an Indestructi- 
ble union composed of Indestructible 
states." (7th Wallace, 726.) And In 
Collector vs. Day (llth 
Wall. 
126.) 
"Without them (the states) the general 
government itself would disappear from 
the family of nations." And In Lane vs. 
Oregon (7th Wall. 76) it Is said: "The 
states disunited might continue to ex- 
ist. Without tho states In union, there 
could be no such political body as the 
United States." All these decisions of 
the supreme court were In recent years. 
It Is useless to speculate as to the re- 
sults which would follow the change. 
Power is insidious and the only security- 
Is by so hedging It about, that abuse Is 
impossible. How long would it be —no 
matter which party was In power—be- 
fore plausible arguments would be In- 
vented, that as one citizen In Nevada 
counted -for one hundred and fifty In 
New York, that thojgeneral government 
should assume control, by Its officers, 
of the election of the members of both 
houses of congress, which In 
effect 
would be the control of all state elec- 
tions from constable up, occurring at 
the same time? How long would It he 
until a congress In power, however ob- 
jectionable, would provide, for Its own 
perpetuation? 


All proposed changes In the organic 
law suggests first, a consideration of 
the objections against It, and second, 
the remedies ottered. What objections 
have been 'urged against the existing 
laws? None whatever. It is said that 
some legislatures have been corrupted. 
This is simply an insistence that the 
people themselves have been incapable 
or unwilling to elect honest men to of- 
fice. If the claim Is well founded, of 
what avail would It be to give the peo- 
ple themselves greater power, to elect 
senators for the whole state, If It was 
urged that an Individual was unable or 


unwilling to carry a hundred pounds, 
all would see the absurdity of a prop- 
osition to put upon his shoulders a 
thousand pounds. But when It Is urged 
that the people themselves, in their 
own localities and within certain cir- 
cumscribed limits, where each 
man 
knows the other, are Incapable of elect- 
ing proper men to the legislature, a 
proposition to invest the people with 
far greater powers is seriously taken, 
as a remedy. 


The truth Is, that the government Is 
no better than the people make It. 
It Is useless, by mere paper guarantees 
to seek to Instill public virtue Into the 
government, or Its officers, which the 
people themselves lack. The. stream 
can never rise above Its source, and if 
the agents of the people, In the legis- 
latures have proved recreant the rem- 
edy must go to the fountain head. 
What we need Is, not a change of.the 
Constitution, but a change ot political 
morals and methods of political ac- 
tion on the part of the people. Wo re- 
quire a baptism of the spirit which 
guided our forefathers. We need more 
virtue—that Is patriotism—and an exer- 
cise of greater knowledge in the selec- 
tion of public officers, and of public 
administration. The Constitution of our 
forefathers, was not inspired, but it 
was the work of patriots, and instituted 
in all of Us features, and all of its de- 
tails, the wisest system of government 
ever devised. The fault Is not with the 
Constitution, but with the people. Any 
remedy to be effective must come 
through an awakening of the public 
conscience. 


And after all Is said against the sen- 
ate, it must bo admitted that It Is still 
far above the other branch of congress, 
which Is elected directly by the people. 
It has been, as It was designed to be, 
a conservative element which still pre- 
serves us from much rash legislation. 
And notwithstanding the objections 
raised, it Is still the great balance, 
wheel which would cease to be effective, 
with the proposed change.

Many blood-curdling stories are 
told of. their raids and the travelers on 
the Southern Pacific trains-are pointed 
to' the "Pace of Ola Cochlse" Which Iff 
clearly outlined In the contour of Dra- 
goon mountain summits. It is said to 
bear a remarkable resemblance to the 
renegade chief. 


We are jiow in a land where condi- 
tions and climate and people are a» dif- 
ferent from those of Colorado as are 
those of Peru or Patagonia.. We are 
now in a land of the "Ancients." And 
the "Ancients" are still largely In evi- 
dence. Here heavy rests the hand, of 
heredity. Here is a minglhng of Anda- 
luslan, Aztec and Indian. The desires 
and habits and customs are those of 
the fifteenth and sixteenth centuries. 
A land fairer than that which God gave 
to Abraham, A climate balmier than 
that of "Sunny Italy," Treasure richer 
than the "Gold of Ophlr." 


But there are exceptions. Fairyland 
is encompassed with desert. The soft, 
sweet, fragrance-laden wind of the 
semi-tropics is absorbed by the blister- 
ing sirocco and temperature of 112 to 
120 In the shade in midsummer; and a 
suffering humanity longs tor a glimpse 
of "Kelly, the Ice Man." 


Tombstone, Arizona, Is well named. It 
was once a blustering, busy mining 
camp Of 10,000 people. Today it Is dead- 
er than the qccupant of an Egyptian 
catacomb. The rich mines of the camp 
fay dormant because of that fearful 
bane of mankind, human jealousy. The 
minus are very wet and all connected-

gold 'and silver was taken out In a 
few years and when the company grew 
itlred of pumplpg ton the> camp, trouble 
prose, the "Contention". ;shatt house 
was blown up and since then the camp 
has been idle.

An instance, is the .world-famous 
Copper Queen, Owned, by the Copper 
Queen Consolidated Mining Co, at Bis- 
beo. The Company owns the1 mine and 
the-town and the smelter, and the rail- 
road from Benson to Blsbesv Arid they 
n&v.e made a success of It.

In the Copper Queen arc 100 miles of 
underground workings. It has produc- 
ed $100,000,000 In mineral. There are 
$260,000,000 more in sight. The company 
ships 76 tons of Copper bullion from 
the smelter every day in the year. It 
Will require 16 years with the pres- 
ent working force to mine the ore in 
sight; There Is not a more liberal or 
popular railroad corporation in the 
country than those same Copper Queen 
people,. . . , . . . ' 


They are extending a line through 
Southern Arizona and New Mexico to 
El Paso and another line to their rich 
copper mine at Naccasara, Old Mexico, 
100 miles south of Blsbee. The com- 
pany furnished an escort to conduct me 
through a small portion of this mine. 
We only examined parts of the second, 
third and fourth levels. Here was a 
mSKs of copper in the lime clearly the 
result of displacement. It was a mile 
and a half long, several rods wide and 
many hundreds of feet deep. Many 
large,.bodies were viewed during the 
four hours I was in the mine, .and I 
must confess that I gazed upon them 
with amazement. 


The mineral does not come In veins 
and contacts as it does in Colorado. It 
occurs In great deposits generally in 
the lime but sometimes in the por- 
phyry. ..

Superintendent French and Manager 
Olawson extended many courtesies and 
made my visit to Bisbee very p.leasant 
and one to be remembered. 
August Baron and J, P. Scarff of 
Tombstone drove me over to the Hua- 
chuca mountains on the line of Old 
Mexico and 86 miles from Tombstone. 


Here we found a most promising now 
gold, silver, lead and copper camp 
which is beginning to attract much at- 
tention. Immense bodies of ore have 
already been uncovered but the lone 
prospector or operator Is powerless, 
and as elsewhere In Arliona the strong 
syndicate alone can -operate here suc- 
cessfully. 


In the side of the mountain and about 
a mile from Old Mexico Is a huge cav- 
ern .In the lime, 1,000 feet long, 80 feet, 
wide and many feet In height. The 
floor Is perfectly level and at one end 
there Is a natural stage or platform 
elevated about six feet above the floor,, 
In front of the stage are two bea,utl- 
tully formed stalagmite pillars reach- 
ing from floor to roof and about eight 
feet apart. To this strange place ptc~, 
nlc parties from Blsnee have brought 
lunch and mutio and have danced all 
night ,the natural stage serving the 
purposes of a band stand, From the 
celling and on the walls hang clusters 
of stalactites and magnificently formed 
crystallizations. At the Inner side Is an 
opening Into another and still larger 
cavern that has never been explored. 


About a mile above the cavern which 
Is In a big copper ledge Is an old cop- 
per mine from which the metal Was 
taken for the mission bells of Santa 
Cruz 160 years ago. 


To the south a distance of less than 


30 miles Is the celebrated Cobra Grande 
copper mine and smelter at the east- 
ern end of the Cannonler mountains. 
This mine Is said to be the greatest 
copper deposit yet discovered and. its 
ownership has for years been a bone of 
great contention in local and interna 


tlonal courts. 
For mllea In every direction every 
volcanic mound and butte and moun- 
tain Is known to be the location of 
Mineral, and here at no great future 
day will be:devel<5S9Jl a mining indus- 
try that will1. bfcJtte wonder ot tho 
wprld.

It is not a very cold and frisky coun- 
try where these things grow.

The mongrel people, the ancient cus- 
toms, the poor, skinny old crowbalts 
called teams and a hundred other 
things fully demonstrate the fact. 


At Tuscon is the most unique hostelry 
In the world. It is the "Hotel St. Au- 
gustine." It was built for a mission 
house by the old Spanish padres 
DUO 
years ago. It Is a large rambling ono- 
story building occupying almost an en- 
tire half block of space. 
The old vestibule has been Impro- 
vised Into an office, bar, telephone room 
and lavatory. 


What was once the body of the sanc- 
tuary Is now used aa a dining room. 
The chancel is occupied by the "table 
of honor" located directly under rare 
old paintings of the Savior and the Vir- 
gin In the stuccoed dome. 
On the 


square corner pillars In front are paint- 
ings of a lamb and the cross. 


This tablo IK twice as large as the 
others In the dining room and Is Sup- 
plied with two five-Jet candle sticks 
while the others have but one. Com- 
mon tallow carrdles are used and myr- 
iads of them furnish abundance of light 
during the evening mea.1. 


Twenty miles out from Marlcona are 
the ruins of Casa Grande, centuries old. 
Here in the dead ages of long ago lived 
another race, 
Summer winds were 
wafted from mountain and plain fun- 
ning the tawny checks of those who 
loved and labored before Babylon was 
founded and before the pyramids wcru 
built. Here children prattled and lov- 
ers trysted In the twilight shades of 
the long, long ago. Storm clouds gath- 
ered and thunder rumbled across these 
deserts bringing fear and terror to a 
race long since forgotten. 


Separated from the seml-clvlllzatlons 
of history by time and space, living In 
an age primitive In the extreme, leav- 
ing no record of their origin or destiny, 
they came And went like a passing 
breeze. 


It is a solemn thing to stand; by the 
graves of a prehistoric people, wrapped 
In a mystery profound as that of-the 
tomba that enclose them, and ponder 
over the possibilities of who and what 
they might have been. 


But the magical touch ot advance- 


ment Is being felt In Arizona and ere 
long It IB confidently predicted, the ter- 
ritory will throb with energy and re- 
spond to the influences of a progressive 
population.

THE PRESIDENTIAL RESPONSIBILITY.

HE DEATH of Benjamin Harrison at the compara- 


tively early, age of 67 calls attention once more 
to the fact-that few of our presidents survive 


„ 
for many years their official term. At the pres- 


ent time only one ex-president survives, and it is rare thai 
more than'two ex-presidents are living In the country at 
one time. 
, . - ' . . . . 


To a certain extent this is due to the fact that our 


presidents come to their supreme task at a ripened age 
Experience even .more than .years is necessary to the 
preparation of a president, and it is rarely the case that 
the presidential, candidate has not bad his long years of 
experience in public affairs as congressman, governor 
general:or In some other position of. large power and re- 
sponsibility. The single surviving ex-president is a nota- 
ble exception to, this rule, and possibly it Is for that reason 
that he is an exception. 


But even more wearing than the long course of train- 


ing, for the presidential position, is the weight of re- 
sponsibility that is laid by our system of government 
upon the chief executive of the nation. No other re- 
public, whose system is similar to ours, equals us in the 
extent or complexity of Its public affairs. We are one of 
the •world's great powers, and the only one without a re- 
sponsible cabinet, bearing the main weight of govern- 
mental responsibility. As for the kingdoms and empires, 
there is not one o£ them that throws the authority and 
responsibility upon its chief ruler that is borne by our 
president. 


• Even more than the burden of public business Is the 


weight upon the president of the appointments to office 
' which are necessary In the government of 80,000,000 peo- 
ple. There is some criticism from time to time because 
the president takes the advice of senators or others from 
various states, instead of acting on his own initiative in 
every case. But it is only in this way that the tremendous 
amount of work can bo accomplished, and the wonder is 
that any man is able to stand it, even under the most 
favorable circumstances. • The > civil • service rules have 
lightened the burden o£ the president, but even under 
present conditions the routine of presidential work is 
even more wearing than the larger responsibilities of the 
chief executive of the nation. 


It is not a matter of surprise, therefore, that our 


presidents die soon after leaving the office they have 
held. The strain of such work is a tremendous one, and 
It may be said truthfully of the presidents that they give 
the best years of their life to the service of tho people. 


THE PAN-AMERICAN EXPOSITION. 


T 


HE EFORT is being made to secure from the 


present assembly a small appropriation and state 
recognition of a Colorado exhibit at the Pan-Am- 
erican exposition to be held this summer 
in 


'Buffalo. 


We do not believe that it is possible to secure a suit- 


able representation of the .state's industries and resources 
in the limited amount of time at our disposal,.neither is 
there available any considerable amount of money for 
such a purpose. 


We do not understand, however, that the plan now 


under consideration involves either of these points. It is 
the present Intention to vote only a small amount, and to 
call upon volunteers from among the counties and private 
persons to eke out an exhibit that can be obtained at a 
email cost. While this will not be an adequate representa- 
tion by any means, it may be made creditable to our state 
and do us a vast amount of good. 


It is greatly to be regretted that the disorganization 


of the state finances should make an adequate representa- 
tion impossible, but under the circumstances the good that 
is within our reach is certainly to be preferred to nothing 
mt all.

have been amicably settled, from which it ap- 
pears that the Bear and the Lion are not ready 
for war. If they had been, the dispute'at Tien- 


tsin would have afforded a pretext. 


In spite of the settlement the Russians and the Japa- 


nese appear to be making serious preparations for a com- 
ing struggle. Another very ominous sign is the report 
frequently sent out from Russian sources regarding Great 
Britain's military weakness. There is no doubt that the 
general opinion in Russia is that Great Britain cannot 
and dare not oppose Russia's progress, cither in China ov 
farther west towards the India frontier. Such an opinion 
IE sure to have its effect upon Russian action in the field, 
and 11 It continues the time will surely come when Great 
Britain will be forced to act or else to admit her inferiority 
and inability to hold what she possesses. 


Tho settlement of the affair at Tien-tsin is satis- 


factory, so for as the incident Itself is concerned, but it is 
of small effect in removing the difficulties of the powers In 
'China, or in securing the peace of the world by removing 
the causes of quarrel between the powers.

COL. 
GARDENER'S FAREWELL. 


I 


T IS SAFE to say that the anti-imperialist newspaper 


of the United States will not publish the account o 
the demonstration that attended the departure o 
Colonel Cornelius Gardener of the 30th. infantry from 


the city of Tayabas. Their columns are too fully occupie 
with the stories of atrocities committed 
by unname 


American soldiers upon innocent natives resting on th 
authority of irresponsible private letter writers or of Taga 
agitators. 


But other Americans will see in the account of th 


festivity«at Tayabas an example of the work of paclflca 
tion and civilization that is being done by American ol 
fleers in the islands. 


It was a year ago, on January 29, 1900, to bo exact 


that the 30th. entered Tayabas, after a sharp skirmish 
and It was on January 30, 1901, that Colonel Gardene 
rode, accompanied only by native guards, to bid farewel 
to the people of that city. 


"As the colonel," says a special correspondent of thi 


St. Louis Globe-Democrat, "accompanied by Captain C 
P. Newberry, and this great escort of former enemies en 
tered the town, flowers were showered upon him from 
houses at whose windows sat bright-eyed senoritas. The 
native band, which was In line, played several stirring 
marches. 


"The procession escorted the colonel to the cathedral 


thence to his old quarters, where he was met by Majo 
Smith, 1st. cavalry, who relieved Captain C. P. Newberry 
ao commanding officer at Tayabas. The padre of the city 
tendered the officers at the post a dainty lunch, and a 
sumptuous dinner, followed by a ball, was given in the 
evening by the municipality at the residence of the vice 
presidents, in honor of the colonel, to which all incoming 
and outgoing officers were invited. 


"At a large gathering of the citizens in the convenl 


at 2 p. m. the colonel had delivered a "short address, in 
which he urged them to do all In their power to end the 
war, 
to bear in mind that It is education alone which 


lifts up a people, and advised them to send to the United 
States their sons and daughters to be educated, and, fur- 
ther, that education should begin with the lowest and 
poorest stratum, so that the people may rise to the high- 
est level of civilization. 


"In the midst of the festivities of the ball a beautlfu 


young lady, the daughter of the tenlente alcalde, asked for 
a moment's attention of tho Invited guests, and read and 
presented to the colonel an address, of which the following 
Is a translation: 
" 'Colonel Gardener and Officers—Before you leave m 


For America, In the name of the munlciplo of Tayabas, and 
in the name of this pueblo, which has requested me to 
present to you this address, the people desire to express 
to you their profound gratitude for your kindness to them, 
who were the first in this province to place themselves 
under the protection of the starry banner. 
" 'During all the time that the troops of the 30th. 


regiment have occupied this pueblo, we have, been so 
treated that we owe to you our best wishes and congratu 
latlons. We plead that when you return to America you 
will kindly set us right with your people, so that they may 
iot believe that we are an inferior race and treat us as 
such. Tell them that we are a people desirous of peace 
and worthy of progress and high civilization, which bless- 
ings have formerly been denied us by the Spanish govern- 
ment." 'That we desire Instruction in all things that go to 
make for progress and civilization, both moral and ma- 
erial, and that we are a people who never forget a kind- 
ness, be It ever so little. Wo wish you all a happy voyage, 
accompanied by our eternal gratitude.' 
• • * * 


"She was followed In a similar manner by another 


lady who read an address as follows: 
" 'Colonel Gardener—I have been asked to represent 


he mothers and young ladies of the pueblo of Tayabas 
n the expression to you in a few words of our lasting 
ratltude for the paternal interest you have taken in us, 
nd by your advice in your address of this morning, that 
IB young ladies, as well as the young men, the rich and 
he 'poor, should be given education in order that our peo- 
le may soon reach the highest plane of civilization. 
" 'We wish at this same time to express to you our 


ratltude as women for the admirable discipline and con- 
iict of the 30th. regiment, of whose officers and soldiers 
•e have formed the highest regard as being perfect gen- 
omen in their behavior toward us since they have oc- 
upled this pueblo. We extend therefore, to you and to 
our regiment our best wishes lor a happy voyage to 
America and hope that you will always be our witnesses 
lat we desire, most of all, peace and progress and pros- 
erity for our people.' 
* * * * 


"The festivities lasted till 1 o'clock. This morning at 


a. m. all the principal people of the town, on horse- 
ack, to the number of 150, again assembled and escorted 


colonel back to Lucena. The colonel had no military 
scort, and was himself unarmed. A mile out of Lucena 
e was met by the Lucena band and over 100 citizens, who 
ere waiting for him to escort him into town. The colonel 
Ismissed the combined escorts at his quarters, after a few 
ppropriate remarks. 


"In his rule of one year as senior military officer of the 


rovince, Colonel Gardner has steadily kept one end in 
lew, 
pacification by peaceful measures. The annoyances 


erpetuated by guerrilla bands, the misunderstandings that 
must arise between two races so widely dissimilar as the 
Americans and Filipinos, have never caused him to swerve 
ne iota from his policy of absolute justice, protection for 
native as well as American interests and peace. 


"The demonstration of today showed the result of his 


irork. He is one of the true conquerors. He has won the 
natives of Tayabas province to a friendly consideration of 
.merican principle! and ideas instead of crushing them 
nto a sullen compliance, by brute force. The colonel has 
leld that while relentlessly pursuing those under arms, it 
,vas at the same time necessary in order to undermine the 
nsurvoction that good treatment should be given all oth- 
rs, and that the towns held by troops should be won over 
o our cause by seeing for themselves that American sov- 
raignty was for their own best interests, and that our 
cts should conform to our promises. All the leading men, 
o the number of hundreds, in Lucena and Tayabas, and 
11 over the province, have taken the oath of allegiance, 
nd are members of the Federal party." 


Such Is the work that Is being done by the faithful 


iftlcers of the American army in Luzon,* in Panay, in Min- 
anao, in whatever province or island the policy of open 
eilance and insurrection has abated enough to make pos- 
ible the processes of peace. 


Such are the fruits of "imperialism." 
Such is the outcome of the policy, denounced by the 


.ntl-Amerlcans in this country as one of "criminal aggres- 
ion," on account of which the American president and the 
American army have been slandered and vilified. 


One scene more is needed to make the picture com- 


ilete. Colonel Gardener, who as colonel of the 30th. has 
lone so much to give the Filipinos of Tayabas and Lucena 
a proper appreciation of the spirit and purposes of Ameri- 
an government, has already returned as governor of Tay- 
abas province, to give the natives new and more advanced 
caseins in American justice and humanity, and to lead 
.hem still further along the paths of civilization and pro- 
gress. 


WHY YOUNG AMERICANS SUCCEED.

N A RECENT publication by the bureau of foreign 


commerce of the state department at 
Washington 


there is an Interesting setting forth of some- of the 
reasons why young American business men succeed 


30 well in-their competition with the merchants and manu- 
acturers of foreign countries. 


After discussing somewhat at length the manifest 


iuperiority of the Americans in these branches, as shown 
by recent statistics, and the marvelous growth of our 
foreign commerce in the past few years, the artlgle con- 
inuea: 


It is evident that foreign observers are keenly alive 


o the greater efficiency of our industrial methods, anc 
are seeking earnestly to profit by them. A writer in the 
London Times of December 29, 1900, attributes the Am- 
erican manufacturer's advantages over the British largely 
to the consideration shown to young men and the willing- 
ness to utilize their energy and enterprise. He lays stress 
upon the fact that It is customary for American tatheri 
'to discuss their business affairs with their sons in a way 
that is quite surprising to an Englishman," and adds: 


"A good many years ago, I spent a few evenings with 


some students ot one ot the large American colleges. I 


was new to America then, arid heard with surprise these 
college youths discussing questions that arose out of the 
business in which their fathers were engaged. If we com- 
pare this with what generally happens when lads of our 
own public schools or young men at our own universities 
meet together—when any mention of the paternal shop 
would be looked on as the worst of bad form—I think, per- 
haps, there will be seen one of the reasons why Americans 
are fitted to control business at an earlier age'than is 
usual in this country." 


The American youth, it is pointed out, obtains his 


business education from practical experience and social 
Intercourse, and this form of education is held to be "Im- 
measurably above the mere learning of lessons which too 
often goes by the name of education." Another reason 
for the adaptability of American youth to business is 
stated to be the public school system, which is ''more truly 
educational, less pedagogic." 
In conclusion, the Times 


correspondent says: 


"To me it appears one of the most disquieting factors 


in the problem before us (industrial competition) that 
the United States have trained a body of young men who 
are determined to make their country great, and who have 
been educated to a living practical Interest in the things 
needful to that end." 


The Times, commenting editorially on these views, and 


upon others expressed in a previous series of articles, says: 
"The threatened competition (of United States manufac- 
turers) in markets hitherto our own comes from efficiency 
in production such as has never before been seen,", and ac- 
cepts the view that this efficiency is to be ascribed, to a 
large extent, to the practical self-education of Americans, 
which enables them generally to enter business "with a 
stock of knowledge of which the young Englishman fresh 
from the university or a public school has not an inkling." 
Further on, the Times says: 


"In the interesting analysis of the causes at work ad- 


verse to England, something might be said of the great 
intelligence and zeal put into affairs. The American man 
of business takes his pleasure in what he is doing, and 
never falls when he is traveling to look out for hints to 
be applied when he returns home. Not afraid to admit 
that he is 'In pork' or 'in grain,' if the fact be so, he is 
curious as to all that affects his business, and he is open 
to new ideas In a way which is unusual with us. 'What 
has succeeded in the past will not succeed .In the future,' 
is a working maxim with the best men of business, who 
are ready to throw their experience, as well as their on* 
ttquated machinery, on the scrap heap! There are some 
signs of a change In this respect in this country; but the 
idea that there is something respectable, solid and satis- 
factory in doing in the mill, workshop and countinghouse 
what one's father did dies hard." 


The London Spectator, of December 29, 1900,-quotes 
"a competent writer" in a British trade paper aa saying: 


"From a careful calculation, made after comparing 


notes with other observers, and taking the figures 1 to 1>4 
as representing the producing capacity of the ordinary 
British workman, I consider the Swiss-German as fairly 
represented by 194 and the Yankee by 2%." 
v 


These are facts that ought to be familiar to every 


American of the present day, as they are of unquestionable 
Importance to our national.Interest. It is.doubtless true 
that the conditions which have made our success possible 
have been reached without conscious effort on our part. 
But it is none the less necessary that we should examine 
and analyze to see to what our present position is due in 
order that we may be able to maintain it for the 'future. 


There are undoubtedly many ways in which American 


commercial methods may be improved, and we • cannot 
doubt that such improvements will be of the highest ad- 
vantage to us.

A SENSIBLE CHANGE.

NE OF THE most radical Cuban opponents of the 


Platt resolutions was General Jose Sangutly, who 
desired the constitutional convention to adjourn 
sine die when the news of the action of congress 


was received at Havana. • 


But, according to recent dispatches, General Sanguily 


Is now inclined to take a much more reasonable view of 
things, and Is thus reported: 


"A liberal imterpretatlon of the Platt amendment 


might mean the loss of Cuban Independence, but .the 
liberal view which President McKlnley and the conven- 
tion would give,'would leave nothing to be feared by the 
Cubans. I do not believe that'by waiting we would get 
better terms from the next congress. Independence with 
some restrictions is preferable to a continuance of mili- 
tary rule, which would surely follow a rejection of the 
Platt-amendment. 


"If the Americans want the Isle of Pines, I am in favorf 
of giving it to them. I ajn also in favor of establishing 
coaling stations on some of the keys at or near some of 
the small ports. 
The presence of the authority of the 


United States will be a guarantee ol our independence so 
far as exterior safety Is concerned, and will save us the 
enormous expense of maintaining an army and navy." 


If these statements are not denied,: as so many pre- 


vious statements sent out from Cuba have been, they 
afford a very satisfactory evidence of the change of senti- 
ment among the Cuban leaders. So far as these men are 
intelligent and sincere they come to realize that the ob- 
ject of these Platt resolutions Is to insure and to main- 
tain Cuban independence under the only conditions under 
which It can exist, that the resolutions are designed to 
protect the Cuban republic from outside Interference and 
also to arrange its relations with the United States upon 
a basis that will be permanent and mutually satisfactory. 


It Is to the credit of the Cubans that they are able 


to nee these things, and also that they are coming to pre- 
fer them to the dangers and risks of any attempt to secure 
an unrestrained and unrestricted independence.

Cuba in the four hundred:years?of its history has never ha 
a better administration, than it now'.enlgys, .It Is not the .rule,which Cub 
Wishes to see continued, or which' the' tTnlled;States •hasrany.' idea 'of perpe 
uatlng, but it is the best system and the-only: system under which the peop 
of the Island.can be trained Into an appreciation of. what the United States'h.a 
done for them, and what they must ultimately do'for-themselves,; to be happ 
and prosperous. .While under the rule.of Spain.the very.life blood was draw 
from them in the form of excessive taxation to replenish the depleted:exeheque 
of the mother country.

problems which confront the present generation. It Is of supreme Interest nol 
only to-.the.cities themselves, but :to.the" people of the country,~f or'the reasoJ 
that the-vote'of the cities In many :of the states counterbalances that of the Inl 
terlor. The fact Is undeniable that no one of the big cities has what may bl 
called'a model administration or anything, that-approaches it. InVevery one ol 
them the percentage of waste and < extravagance is far,.greater -than it ought tf 
be, and than it would be if the affairs of those communities were conducted, ai 
they should be, on stiictly business principles.

In the eye of the law the people of a city are welded together in a corpora 
tlon for the .specific purpose of transacting through chosen agents or officers! 
the business essential-to-their comfort, protection and-safety. -The selection ol 
these officers 01 agents is made by ballot through the instrumentality of politil 
cal parties. This Injection of national and state politics into municipal admlnl 
Istratlon Is the root of all the evils in the government of cities from which thf 
best and wisest thought of the whole country Is now endeavoring to s'eek a wan 
of escape. To eliminate It is the one certain and efficacious remedy Everything 
else has been tried and D/oved to be a failure. The trail of the political maohinl 
has been over all of them, and, as a result, the last condition has generally 
proved to be worse than the 
first.

The mayor of a great city should be the representative, not of one politic 
party, but of all parties, of the whole people In their corporate capacity; and I., 
should be Invested with full authority over every department of the adminlstral 
tlon. Upon him should rest full responsibility for everything. The head of a 
hank is with his board of directors accountable to the stockholders for its manl 
aeement. Those stockholders want dividends and it Is his business by prudent 
management, to produce them. Upon Tils ability to do so depends the tenurJ 
of his office. Those who have entrusted him with their capital do not care wha« 
his political convictions may be, or to what church he belongs; thay want th* 
Interest on the money they have In the corporation at the head of which thejj 
have placed him.

-When a great city can be brought down to this system of administration wd 
shall have the ideal in municipal administration, and.until It Is done, the crowded 
centers of population will Inevitably be what one of the very greatist of Amertl 
can statesmen said they are, namely, "great sores upon the body politic." Theyl 
will continue to be sinks of vice and corruption in which the whole people arJ 
plundered to support an army of officeholders, and to enrich the few at the ex-| 
penso of the many.

In the past. It Is, of course, on the 
route of the Pacific Coast Steamship 
company's line of steamers, so it has 
hitherto been possible to choose be- 
tween 66 miles by stage and the ocean 
trip from San. Francisco; but 
most 
people prefer a Pullman car to either, 
so doubtless Santa Barbara will profit 
much by the closing o£ the gap, and 
become a more popular resort 
than 
ever. 


It Is certainly one of the most de- 


lightful and picturesque spots to be 
found, and was exempt from the drouth 
which afflicted southern California for 
three successive seasons, and has al- 
ways been blessed with a sufficient 
rainfall. 


It has one of the finest beaches to 
be found along the entire coast of Cal- 
ifornia and when one remembers tha't 
this great state is 800 miles In length 
and has a sea shore of 1,200 miles, this 
Is no small boast. The surf bathing 
is here unexcelled, as there Is no un- 
dertow. 


The city faces the south, for here the 
coast makes a sharp bend towards the 
east. A string of islands, the largest 
among them being Santa Cruz arid 
Santa Rosa islands, lies twenty miles 
out at sea and the Santa Barbara chan- 
nel between them and the coast is the 
trial place of the warships that are 


among the Spanish settlers. 
For seekers after health, rest or re- 
creation, there Is no more delightful 
spot to be found than Santa Barbara. 
Here the peculiar charm of climate that 
makes California famous may be en- 
joyed to the fullest extent. Although 
Santa Barbara county Is the farthest 
north and San Diego county Is the far- 
thest south of the counties comprising 
southern California, yet the variations 
of temperature are very much the 
same, the climate of the dlffeernt sec- 
tions' being so modified by the ocean 
currents and the mountain ranges as 
to give similar records o£ temperature. 
In Santa Barbara the mercury seldom 
rises above 80 degrees and seldom be- 
low 40 degrees, the mean average dif- 
ference between winter and summer, or 
more correctly between the wet and 
the dry seasons, Is but nine degrees. 
A record almost Identical with that of 
the signal service station at San Diego, 
a city which claims the most equable 
climate in the world. 


Many short excursions may be made 


from Santa Barbara. The ocean bou- 
levard which extends for miles alone 
the shore In one -unbroken line of 


smooth asphaltum, leads Into 
drives 
and thence Into trails up the moun- 
tains, where charming views may be 
had Including fertile valleys and the 
glorious Pacific. Except after a storm 
this ocean Is always blue, but when a 
gale has stirred It out of Us naural 
serenity It exhibits various hues.

have seen It show several shades of 
blue from turquoise to darkest ,sap- 
phlre, crimson and maroon, a light* pel- 
lucid green, several shades of gray and 
brown, the latter from a light tan to 
a deep Van Dyke shajJe,' all at one 
time and In a space of a few miles. 


Santa. Barbara has four good hotels, 
the Arlington outranking the others In 
size. But among all resort hotels the 
Hotel del Monte stands unrivaled for 
the magnificence of its grounds and 
the Independent scale on which It is 
managed. One hundred and.twenty- 
five miles south of San Francisco on the 
peninsula of Monterey, In the heart of 
a majestic forest of tall pines and cu- 
rious old llveoaks, 'one hundred and 
twenty-five acres have been laid out in 
beautiful. flower gardens, and-in the 
midst ot these stands' the famous Hotel 
del' Monte. > Many thousand acres of 


wild forest, mountain and valley lands 
belong to the domain, Including the 
valley and water-shed of the Carmel 
river, which furnishes the pure water 
which Is,piped to the hotel and its 
accessories. The hotel consists of one 
main building four stories In height 
and two annexes five stories high, con- 
nected with the main structure by 
curved and inclosed arcades. The din- 
ing room and kitchen extend back from 
the main building between the arcades, 
with -windows opening upon exquisite 
flower gardens. The hotel has Its own 
dairy, Its own abattoirs, vegetable gar- 
den and 
ice-making plant. Fish In 
great variety come from the bay and 
game from the mountains. 


The Internal management of this ho- 
tel is unsurpassed. The parlors, read- 
ing rooms, ^ billiard 
rooms, including 
those for, ladles, 
besides the guest 
chambers and suites, are complete in 
appointment and perfectly well kept. 
The great rotunda, like the office of 
the Hotel del Corbnado, Is much fre- 
quented evenings by guests of both 
sexes. The piazzas afford a delight- 
ful 
lounging place day times. The 
flower gardens 
contain callus, hello- 


tropes, voses, carnations, etc., which 
bloom luxuriantly In winter. The "Ari- 
zona garden" is composed of cacti pe- 
culiar to Arizona and New Mexico. 
Besides the endless charm afforded 


by the gardens, the forests and the 
mountains, the bay is only a few hun- 
dred yards away. The bathing pavilion 
contains four large swimming tanks, 
all heated to different 
temperatures. 
The numerous bath rooms are supplied 
with both salt and fresh water, hot 
and cold. The beach Is sandy and the 
Burf bathing Is fine. 
The hotel has Its own gas and elec- 
tric light'plants, telegraph and tele- 
phone offices, besides Its postofflce and 
express office. 


Besides the various amusements af- 
forded by the club house there arc 
the extensive stables for those who 
desire to ride or drive.
